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HISTORY 


OF THE 


OFFICES OF THE SECRETARIES OF STATE, 
1253 to 1873. 


Tue earliest mention of a Secretary to The Sovereign occurs in the 37th year 
of the reign of Henry III, 1253. 

There was only one Principal Secretary of State until the 30th year of the reign 
of Henry VIII, 1539, when the number was increased to two, both being of equal 
rank and authority. 


Upon the union with Scotland, in the 6th year of the reign of Queen Anne, 
1708, a third Principal Secretary of State was added, viz., for Scotch Affairs, but . 
this appointment ceased in January, 1746. : 

In the 8th year of the reign of George III, January 20, 1768, a Principal 
Secretary of State for the American or Colonial Department was added. who was 
styled “Secretary of State for the Colonies,” but this appointment was abolished in 
1782 (Act 25 Geo. III. c. 82). 

At the time when only two Principal Secretaries of State existed, the duties were 
divided between the North and South Departments—the Northern Department, or 
Province, included the Low Countries, Germany, Denmark, Sweden, Poland, Russia, 
&c.; and the Southern Department, or Province, France, Switzerland, Italy, Spain, 
Portugal, and Turkey, &c. 

In the 17th year of the reign of George III, March 27, 1782, the terms 
«* Northern” and “ Southern”? were discontinued; when the duties were divided 
between the “ Home ” and “ Foreign”’ Departments—the affairs of Ireland and the 
Colonies devolving upon the elder of the two Secretaries. 

In the 29th year of the reign of George III, July 17, 1794, a Principal 
Secretary of State for War was appointed ; and the business of the Colonies, which 
had hitherto been carried on at the Home Department, was transferred to that 
Secretary, March 17, 1801. 

In the 17th year of the reign of Victoria, June 12, 1854, a Fourth Principal 
Secretary of State was appointed, when the business of the War Department was 
separated from the Colonial Department. 

. In the 22nd year of the reign of Victoria, September 2, 1858, on the abolition 
of the East India Company’s Charter, a Fifth Principal Secretary of State was 
appointed for the Affairs of India. 

There are now Five Secretaries of State, viz., for the Home, Foreign, Colonial, 
War, and India Departments.

was apopointed Unpaid Vice Consul at Ghio, in Asia 
Minor, April 6, 1869.

*Cannon, Lizut.-GeneRAL Robert, 
served in the Coorg campaign in 1834 as Lieutenant in 
the 40th Regiment Madras Native Infantry.

commanded the 4th Regiment of the Legion, in 
1836, in the actions on-the heights of Arlaban; was 
Major in the 9th Reyiment(Irish), and severely wounded 
in the battle at Ayeta, in front of Saint Sebastian ; 
was promoted to-be [Lieutenant Colonel in the Aux- 
liliary Legion, May 5, 1836, and in the 9th Regiment 
May 26, 1836 ; was present at the capture of Passages, 
and the heights of Ametzagana, and crossing of the 
Uremea; commanded an advanced post in the attack 
made on the British lines by the Carlist forces, who 
were repulsed June 6, 1886; was present in the recon- 
naissance and action in front of Fontarabia, and in the 
action of October 1, 1836, when the Carlists attacked 
the British lines and were again repulsed ; led the 9th 
Regiment in column to the successful attack at the point 
of the bayonet on the redoubts of Ametzagana and 
captured a standard, and again against the entrenched 
heights of Orimendi (slight contusion), in March, 1837 ;

May 6, 1836. Was granted, March 1, 1839, Her 
Majesty's Royal licence and permission to accept and 
wear the Cross of the Second Class of the National and 
Military Order of Saint Ferdinaud, which the Qneen 
Regent of Spain was pleased to confer upon him, in 
testimony of Her Catholic Majesty's Royal approbation 
of his services, at the assault and capture of lrun, May 
16 and 17,1837. Was granted, February 5, 1848, Her 
Majesty's Royal licence and permission to accept and 
wear the insignia of a Knight of the Number Extraor- 
dinary of the Royal and Distinguished Order of Charles 
the Third, which the Queen of Spain was pleased to 
coufer upon him, in consideration of his services in the 
field when actively employed in the service of Her 
Catholic Majesty. Is on the half-pay list of the Indian 
Army. Was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel of the 3rd 
or Royal Westminster Light Infantry Regiment of 
Middlesex Militia, May 6, 1853. Was appointed 
by the late Earl of Clarendon to proceed to Turkey in 
1853 with a staff of British officers for the purpose 
of serving with the Turkish Army. Early in 1854, 
as “Behram Pacha,” he joined the army at Shum. 
lah, commanded by Omer Pacha; in June of that 
year, when Silistria was hard pressed by the Russians, 
‘and preparing to surender, he (without receiving

Queen's Foreign Service Messenger, which post he re- 
signed, December 21, 1858, Was appointed a Lieu- 
tenant in the lst Subdivision of the Hertfordshire 
Rifle Volunteers, Jannary 5, 1860; and Captain in the 
Ist Administrative Battalion, February 23, 1861.

Anruony Dicgson, ©.B., V.C.y 
was appointed Assistant-Surgeon in the 3rd West 
India Regiment, March 17, 1848; in the 72nd Regi- 
ment of Foot (the Duke of Albany's Own Highlanders), 
December 8, 1848; in the Sth Hussars (the King’s 
Royal Irish Light Dragoons), August 15, 1854; was 
promoted to be Surgeon in the 13th Light Dragoons, 
February 9, 1856 ; exchanged into the 90th Regiment 
of Light Infantry (Perthshire Volunteers), February 6, 
1857. He served in the West Indies, North America, 
and in the Crimea, and was present at the Battle of 
the Alma, September 20, 1854, and at the Siege of 
Sebastopol in 1855. In the spring of 1856, in com- 
pany with eleyen other English Military Surgeons, he 
volunteered to serve in the French Military Hospitals 
at Pera during the prevalence there of the typhus 
fever, the French Surgeons being unable to meet the 
demands on them. He has received the Crimean 
Medals with two clasps, and Turkish Medal. He 
served in India during the Mutiny in 1857, aud has 
received the medal with two clasps. Her Majesty was 
graciously pleased to signily ler intention to confer 
the decoration of the Victoria Cross upon him on 
account of the following act of bravery performed by 
him, as shown by the following extract of the London 
Gazette of June 18, 1858 :— For persevering bravery 
and admirable conduct in charge of the wounded men 
left behind the column, when the troops, under the 
late Major-General Havelock, forced their way into 
the Residency, September 26, 1857. The escort left 
with the wounded, had, by casualties, been reduced to a 
few stragglers, and being entirely separated from the 
column, this small party with the wounded were forced 
into a house, in which they defended themselves till it 
was seton fire. They then retreated to a shed a few 
yards from it, and in this place continued to defend 
themselves for more than twenty-two hours, till 
relieved. At last only six men and Mr. Home re- 
mained to fire. Of four officers who were with the 
party, all were badly wounded, and three are since 
dead. The conduct of the defence during the latter 
part of the time devolved therefore on Mr. Home, and 
to his active exertions previously to being forced into 
the house, and his good conduct throughout, the safety 
of any of the wounded and the successful defence is 
mainly to be attributed.” He served in China during 
the war in 1860, and was appointed Surgeon to the 
late Earl of Elgin and his Special Embassy. Was 
made a C.B., July 5, 1865. Was promoted to be 
Surgeon-Major, September 14, 1866, 


*Home (CospaTgick ALEXANDER Home), 
Eg or, 

was Attaché to the Embassy at St. Petersburgh, 
under the late Sir Churles Bagot, in 1822 and 
1828; was Précis Writer to the late Mr. Secretary 
Canning, from July 5, 1824, till July 5, 1827 ; was 
Under Secretary of State fur Foreign Affuirs from June 
9, 1828, till November 25, 1880, whilst the Earl of 
Aberdeen was Secretary of State.

Scotland. 


*Hoop, Con, CHARLES, 
was appointed Eusign in the 8rd Regiment (Bufls), 
June 26, Sid; was promoted to be Lieutenant, 
November 20, 1846; Captain, November 7, 1851; was 
employed in the year 1846 as Secretary on a Special 
Public Mission to the Argentine Republic, to settle the 
differences on the part of the Combined Powers of 
England and France and General Rosas, the Governor 
of Buenos Ayres ; served, as the Senior Captain present 
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of his regiment, in the trenches at the siege of Sebas- 
topol, where he was wounded; commanded the ladder 
party at the assault of the Redan, September 8, 1855, 
when he was again wounded, for which services he 
received the rank of Brevet-Major, November 2, 1855, 
a medal with clasp, the 5th class of the Medjidie, and 
Turkish medal; commanded the 3rd Buffs when it 
(the first regiment) marched into and took possession 
of Sebastopol, after its capture; became Major, unat- 
tached, January 8, 1856; and was appointed to the 
Depét Battalion at ‘Templemore, October 1, 1856; 
exchanged into the 58th Regiment, January 1859; 
was promoted to be Lieut.-Culonel, November 23, 1860, 
and Colonel, November 23, 1845.

entered the Royal Navy in 1804; was appointed a 
Paymaster, October 6, 1812; Secretary to the Naval 
Commander-in-Chief in the East Indies, and also 
Deputy Judge Advocate in 1817; Consul at Monte 
Video, October 10, 1823, and Consul-General, August 
18, 1880. Retired upon a superannuation allowance, 
February 8, 1843. In 1846, was employed by the British 
and French Governments on a Special Mission to the 
River Plate, when he negotiated the bases of a Treaty 
which was subsequently concluded between Great 
Britain and the Argentine Republic. 


*Horz, WILLIAM, V.C., 
was appointed Ensign in the 7th Royal Fusiliers, 
January 6, 1855; Lieutenant, March 23,1865; was 
sent out in charge of 250 men of the Land Transport 
Corps to the Crimea in May 1855, where he joined 
the Head Quarters of his Regiment; formed one of 
the storming party at the capture of the Quarries, June 
7, 1855 ; was present at the storming of the Redan, 
June 18 and September 8, 1855 ; received the Crimean 
medal and one clasp; the Sardinian war medal for 
saving the “ Windmill’ Magazine on the occasion of 
the explosion of the French and English Siege ‘Trains 
of the Right Attack, November 16, 1856, for which he 
also received the thanks of Major-General Van Strau- 
benzee, Commanding Ist Brigade of the Light Division, 
and of Colonel St. George, R.A., Commanding Siege 
Train; Her Majesty was graciously pleased to confer 
apon him the decoration of the Victoria Cross, in con- 
sequence of the act of bravery performed by him before 
the enemy June 18, 1855, as shown by the following 
extract of the London Gazette of May 5, 1857, viz. 
«© After the troops had retreated on the morning of the 
J8th of June, 185%, Lieutenant W. Hope being in- 
formed by the late Sergeant-Major William Bacon, who 
was himself wounded, that Lieutenant and Adjutant 
Hobson was lying outside the trenches badly wounded, 
weut out to look for him, and found him lying in the 
old agricultural ditch running towards the left flank of 
the Redan. He then returned, and got four men to bring 
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him in, Finding, however, that Lieutenant Hobson 
could not be removed without a stretcher, he then ran 
back across the open space to Egerton’s Pit, where 
he procured one, and carried it to where Lieutenant 
Hobscn was lying. All this was done under a very 
hoavy fire fiom the Russian batteries.” He resigned 
his Commission March 3, 1857 ; wasnominated Attaché, 
February 12; 1857, passed an examination before the 
Civil Service Commissioners, and was appointed to 
Washington, September 14, 1857; was one of the officers 
selected, March 2, 1858, to receive the medal presented 
by His Majesty the King of Sardinia tothe British Army 
engaged in the late war in the East, for the following 
services, vis “At the great explosion of the French 
siege train, November 15, 1855, Lieutenant Hope was 
conspicnons for his coolness and activity, when in 
charge of a fatigue party, to cover the mill with wet 
blankets; the roof had been blown off, and 160 tons 
of gunpowder were exposed to the fire of burning 
materials, rockets, &c.; he mounted the mill, and by 
his conrage and example saved the magazine, which 
was momentarily expected to explode, and preserved 
tho lives of probably hundreds of the Light Division. 
His conduct received the marked encomiums of the 
authorities.” Was transferred to The Hague, January 
21,1859; was Chargé des Archives there from July 6 
till July $1, 1859. Resigned in March 1862. 

*Hopxins, David, F.R.G.8., 
was Acting Consul at Fernando Po from December 31, 
1870, till March 31, 1872. Was appointed a Captain 
in the 41st Middlesex Rifle Volunteer Corps, Sep- 
tember 21, 1866. 

Horwoop, Cuartes Avcustus, 
passed 9 competitive examination before the Civil 
Service Commissioners, and was appointed on proba- 
tion to a Clerkship in the Foreign Office, January 12, 
1872. 

Hornsy, Sir Epwonp GRIMANI, ENT., 
was called to the Bar at the Middle Temple, Novem- 
ber 24,1848. Was Commissioner in the Mixed British 
and American Commission under the Convention 
concluded at London, February 8, 1853, between 
Her Majesty and the United States of America 
for the Settlement of Outstanding Claims, from 
September 10, 1853, till January 15, 1855. Was 
appointed British Commissioner to control the ex- 
penditure of the Loan contracted by the Turkish 
Government under the joint guarantee of England 
and France, August 22, 1855. Was also Judicial 
Assessor at the Consulate -General at Constantino- 
ple, and sole Arbitrator of all the claims and disputes 
between the British Government and the Contractors 
of Supplies to the Army in the East. Was Judge of 
Her Britannic Majesty's Supreme Consular Court of 
the Levant at Constantinople, from August 27, 1857, 
till December 31, 1864. Was knighted by patent, 
February 28, 1862; and was appointed Judge of the 
Supreme Court for China and Japan, March 31, 1865. 

*Hornsy, Rear-ADMIRAL GEOFFREY 


Tuomas Puirrs, 
entered the Royal Navy in 18; and was promoted 
to be Captain, December 18, 1852. Was appointed to 
the Edgar, May 15, 186 Assisted at the Investiture 
of His Majesty King Louis of Portugal with the Most 
Noble Order of the Garter, as bearer of a portion of the 
Insignia, in May 1865; and was made a Commander 
of the Portuguese Order of Avis, August 2, 1865; but 
has not received Her Majesty's permission to accept and 
wear the same.

Was charged with a Special Mission to 
Egypt, July 14, 1827, to prevent, if possible, the inter- 
vention of Mehemet Alj in the war between the Porte 
aud Greece; and with another Mission at the close 
of the same year, to treat for the evacuation of the 
Morea by the Egyptian troops. Was previously de- 
sired to act as Military Commissioner with the Admiral 
commanding in the Mediterranean, and was present 
at the Battle of Navarino, where he was wonaded, and 
mentioned in the Commander-in-chief's despatches. 
Was sent with another Mission to Egypt in the fol- 
lowing year. Was named Lieutenant-Colonel and a 
K.H. for his services. Was re-attached to the Em- 
bassy at Paris, November 20 1829; and was subse- 
quently M.P. for Dundalk in the years 1830 and 183]. 
Was charged, November 16, 1832, with a Military 
Mission to the Head Quarters of the French Army at 
the siege of Antwerp, whexe he wes again wounded. 
Was sent, Angust, 1834, with a Military Mission to 
the Head Quarters of the Spanish Army which had 
entered Portugal, but shortly retreated, and subse. 
quently was Military Coramissioner with the Army of 
Queen Christiua in the north of Spain, where he was 
present at the actions of Ologagutia and Gollana, for 
which he received, aud was allowed to weer, the Mili- 
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tary Order of St. Ferdinand. Succeeded to the Peerage 
as 2nd baron, July, 1839. Was appointed Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to the 
Emperor of Brazil, January 25, 1847. Was charged, 
at the same time, with two Special Missions, to the 
Argentine Confederation and the Republic of Uruguay. 
Was appointed Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to the Queen of Spain, May 14, 1850, 
which post he held until March, 1858, when he was 
recalled. Has no pension. Was made 9 K.C.B. 
February 28, 1852, and a G.C.B. March 4, 1858. 
Became a General Officer, June 20, 1854. Was for 
20 years Equerry to her late R.H. the Duchess of 
Kent, and has Her Majesty’s permission to retain the 
uniferm of Royal Equerry. Ix Steward of the Hulmot 
Court of Howdenshire, in the county of York, and 
is a Deputy Lieutenant of the same. Is a Knight 
Grand Cross of the Order of Charles III. of Spain, 
Commander of the Legion of Honour of France, 
Leopold of Belgium, St. Anne of Russia, and of the 
Redeemer of Greece. Was promoted to Lieutenant 
General, December 25, 1859; and retired from the 
army, October 29, 1861, with permission to retain 
his honorary rank. 

*Howe, Joserx, 
was British Commissioner under the Ist and 2nd 
Articles of the Treaty with the United States of June

He served under General Vou Schmalz in the campaign 
against the insurgent Mereotes. He left Greece in 
July 1835. He joined the British Auxiliary Legion of 
Spain as a Captain in the Sth Rgiment (Highlanders), 
October 20, 1835, and also Adjutant of a Brigade. 
Was promoted to be Major on the field of Arlaben, 
Was immediately afterwards appointed Aide de

after the storming of the Lines of St. Sebastian, May 5, 
1836. Was afterwards appointed Assistant Quarter. 
master, under General Sir William Reid. Was pro- 
moted to be Colonel October 1836, and was appointed 
Quartermaster-General.

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after the siege and capture of Iran, May 17, 1837. 
‘Was appointed Chief of the Staff of the Spanish Army 
of Cantabria, under Count Mirasol, June 1837, which 
appointment he held till the close of 1838, having been 
decorated with the Crosses of Commander of the Order 
of San Fernando, of Spain, of Isabel the Catholic, and 
of Carlos Tercero. Wassent by the British Government 
on Special Military Service to Constantinople in 1839, 
and proceeded to Syria in July 1840.

‘Was attached to the War Department in Constantinople, 
from 184] till 1848, Was appointed by the Arch- 
duke John of Austria, Regent of Germany to be his 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, and of Marine, in May 
1849, which post he held till December 1849. 
‘Was nominated a Commander of the Austrian Order 
of Leopold. Was selected in 1859 to act as Field 
Marshal Lieutenant with the Austrian Forces in 
Germany, but as the Imperial Army of the Rhine did not 
take the Field, the appointment was not then gazetted.

The rope was then secured, and one 
of the crew came safely to shore along it; the second, 
however—a lad—lost his hold, dropped into the sea, 
and sank. Then Mr. March, though benumbed with 
cold, at the greatest possible risk, again swam to the 
vessel, dived near her keel, recovered the lad, and 
brought him safeto land. The remainder of the crew— 
which consisted of six men in all—got safely to land. 
Mr. March was for a time completely prostrated from 
the effects of his exertions and the intense cold, but 
by care aud attention he was restored; a result 
scarcely to have been srpected under the circum. 
stances.” Mr. March also holds the French Imperial 
Gold Medal de Sauvetage, and the Royal Humane 
Society's Medal of the 1st Class. Was promoted to be 
Consul for the Feejee and Tonga Islands, December 
16, 1868 ; and passed an examination before the Civil 
Service Commissioners for that appointment, March 17, 
1869.

to Buenos Ayres a Commissioner and Consul- 
General in 1823: was appointed Plenipotentiary to 
the Provinces of the Rio de la Plata in 1524, and 
coisluded with them the first ‘l'reaty whereby 
the Independence of the new South American 
States was recognized ; upon the establishment of 
Diplo uatic Relations, in 1825, was made Chargé 
d’Afiaires ; acted as Secretary of Legation during 
Lord Ponsonby’s Mission, at the close of which he 
became again Chargé d’Affaires till December 
1831; obtained, in October 1828, the ratification 
by the Argentine Provinces of the preliminaries of 
peace with Brazil, establishing the independence 
of the State of Uruguay, under British mediation. 
He retumed to England in 1832,and upon the 
abulition of his office as Consul-General was granted 
w compensation allowance, July 1, 1832. Before 
quitting South America he concluded a Convention 
securing full indemnities to British sufferers from 
the Brazilian war; he also obtained the release 
from Paraguay of all the British and other 
foreigners, who had been. for muny years forcibly 
detained ‘here by Dr. Francia, receiving the thanks 
of the French and other Governments. Wag ap- 
ponted a K.C.H. in 1832. Was Commissioner for 
investigating the French charges upon British 
shipping, in 1833. Was Knighted, March 1, 1837. 
Was one of the Commissioners appointed Novem- 
ber 17, 1810, to proceed to Naples to meet the 
Sicilian Commissioners to liquidate certain claims 
of British subjects against the Sicilian Government 
ansing out of the sulphur monopoly. Was Joint 
‘Plenipotentiary with the late Sir William ‘I'emple 
for.a new Commercial ‘[reaty with the. King of 
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Naples, from 1842 to 1835. Was elected a Fellow 
of the Royal Society in 1824; and was some 
time a Vice-President of the Royal Geographical 
Society. 

Parker, Epwarp Harper, 
passed a competitive examination before the Civil 
Service Commu mers: obtained an honorary cer- 
tificate: and was appointed a Student Interpreter 
on tie Chinese Consular Estab'ishment, February 
24, 1869. Has been Acting Vice-Consul at Kiu- 
Kinng since August 15, 1872. 

Parkes, Siz Harry SMITH, K.C.B., 
was attached to the late Sir H. Pottinger’s suite in 
June, 1812; acted as Interpreter at Foo. chow-foo, 
1815 and 1816 ; acted as Interpreter at Shanghae, 
1816, 1848; appointed Interpreter at Shanghae, 
April, 19, 1818; appointed Interpreter at Amoy in 
1819; sent to Formosa to distribute rewards to 
Chinese in 1851; served as Interpreter at Canton, 
November 21, 1851; appointed Consul at Amoy, 
August 10, 1854; accompanied Sir J. Bowring to 
Siam, in March, 1855, arrived in England with 
Siamese Treaty, and returned with Ratifications, 
January 1856; was Acting Consul at Canton from 
June 1856 till September 1858, and was transferred . 
to Shanghae, December 21, 1858. Was British 
Commissioner of the Allied Commission at Canton, 
January 1858. Was appointed a C.B., December 
6, 1859. Was attached as Joint Chinese Secretary 
to the late Earl of Elgin’s Special Embassy in 
China, and was employed on various important 
occasions during the operations which took place 
in the Peiho, in 1860. He accompanied Vice- 
Admiral Hope, when he advanced upon Tien-tsin, 
August 23, 1860, and rendered the most useful 
services in making arrangements for the reception 
of the Allied Troops and Ambassadors at Tieu-tsin. 
Was taken prisoner by the Chinese at Tungchow, 
September 18, and subsequently released, October 
8, 1860. Continued with the late Earl of blgin’s 
Embassy till his lordship left China in February 
1861, when he returned to his duties at Canton. 
Accompanied the Expedition under Admiral Sir 
James Hope, up the River Yang-tsze-Kiang, in 
1861; was made a K.C.B., May 19, 1862; and was 
appomted Envcy Extraordinary and Minister

8, 1861 (but did not proceed) ; and Law Clerkin the 
Supreme Consular Court at Constantinople, Nov. 
19, 1861. Resigned, October, 12, 1864; but con- 
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tinued his services in the Consular Court un‘il 
November 19, 1864. Is now inthe employment of 
the Turkish Government, and being actually and 
entirely employed in the service of tie Sultan, re- 
ceived May 23, 1867, Her Majesty’s Royal licence 
and authority to accept and wear the Insignia of 
the 3rd Class of the Imperial Order of the Meiljidie, 
which His Imperial Majesty was pleased to confer 
upon him.

late Sir Robert Gordon, when Ambassador at 
Vienna, in 1846, in making commercial inquiries in 
the Austrian Ports of the Adriatic; was elected a 
Fellow of the Royal Geographical Society, Feb- 
ruary 11, 1857; was nominated Vice-Consul at

sonal risk, saved from the fury of the Turks a con- 
siderable number of the disabled among the enemy, 
who were lying wounded outside the works,—an 
action ‘witnessed and acknowledged gratefully before 
the Russian Staff by General Mouravieff.” Was

REGULATIONS for HER MAJESTY’S DIPLOMATIC SERVICE. 
(Revised and Confirmed by Earl Granville, December 16, 1872.) 


I. CANDIDATES nominated for Attachéships in the 
Diplomatic Service must pass an examination before the 
Civil Service Commissioners, and at the time of present- 
ing themselves for it they’ must have completed the 
twentieth year of their age and must not have exceeded 
the twenty-sixth. They must be prepared to present 
themselves for examination within three months from 
the date of their nomination. 

Candidates, subject to the exceptions hereinafter 
stated, must satisfy the examiners in respect to the fol- 
lowing points :— 

1, Orthography. 

2. Handwriting. 

3. Précis writing. 

4. That they are well grounded in Latin grammar, and 
are able to construe and parse a portion of some good 
classical Latin author, and to give the derivation of 
words. 

5. That they are acquainted with the first four rules of 
arithmetic and decimal fractions, as given in Colenso’s 
Arithmetic, and with the first book of Euclid. 

6. That they have a general knowledge of geography. 

7. That they have a general knowledge of French 
grammar, that they can converse fluently in the French 

language on ordinary topics, and translate correctly from 
French into English and from English into French. 

8. That they have a general knowledge of the 
constitutional history of England, to be acquired from 
Blackstone's ‘ Commentaries” (Ker’s Edition, 1862), and 
Hallam’s ‘Constitutional History of England.” 

9. That they have a general knowledge of the politicat 
history of Europe, and of the United States of North 
America, from the Treaty of Paris, in 1815, to the Treaty 
of Villafranea, in 1860, comprising an acquaintance with 
the most important international transactions during 
that period. 

10. That they have a general knowledge of political 
economy, to be acquired from Adam Smith’s ‘ Wealth of 
Nations,” and Mill’s ‘‘ Political Economy. 

11. That they are generally intelligent, as evinced by 
the manner in which they acquit themselves under exa- 
mination, and specifically by the quickness they may 
show in seizing the points in papers read by them, or read 
over to them, once or twice. 

II. Candidates who, after statutable residence, have 
taken a degree in one of the Universities of the United 
Kingdom will be exempted from examination in all the 
above-mentioned subjects, except handwriting, précis, 
and French. 


Candidates who have passed the first public examina. 
tion in Classics at one of the Universities in Great Britain 
or Ireland, or at the Royal Academy at Woolwich, or one 
of the public examinations for the Army or Navy, will be 
exempted from being examined in Latin; but candidates 
claiming this exemption must, on going up for examina- 
tion, exhibit to the Civil Service Commissioners a certi- 
ficate from the duly constituted authorities, examiners, 
or others, under whom they have been examined, that 
they have passed the first public examination in Classics, 
in whatever manner that examination may have been 
conducted, and to whatever point directed. 

ILL. The services of Attachés will reckon from the date 
of the certificate granted by the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners, and will be considered as probationary for two 
years from that date, during which period the Attachés 
must have been employed for 6 months in the Foreign 
Office, and must also have actually resided at one of Her 
Majesty’s Embassies or Missions abroad, or have been 
actually employed in the Foreign Office for such a time 
as in the aggregate will make up a further period of 
eighteen months, exclusive of any leave of absence, 
during either period. The time, however, necessarily 
employed in journeys to and from Missions out of Europe 
will be allowed to count towards the completion of the 
required term. If these conditions as to employment and 
residence have not been fulfilled at the expiration of two 
years fro the date of the certificate of the Civil Service 
Commissioners, the probationary period will be prolonged 
until they have been fulfilled. 

IV. Commissions as Third Secretaries under Her Ma- 
Jesty’s Sign-Manual will be granted to Attachés, on the 
termination of the probationary period, and on the fulfil- 
ment of the conditions specified in the present Regulations, 
together with a Salary at the rate of 150/. a-year, pro- 
vided that their general character and conduct, during , 
the time they have served, have been satisfactory, and 
that the Minister under whom they have last served 
certifies that, as far as he has the means of forming an 
opinion, they understand and speak French well, and also 
one other foreign language. 

V. Third Secretaries who may after examination satisfy 
the ‘Civil Service Commissioners that they possess a 
competent knowledge of public law, will receive while 
serving in that class an additional allowance of 1004. 
a-year. 

VI. Second Secretaries will constitute an intermediate 
Clasa between 3rd Secretaries and Secretaries of Legation. 


They will receive a minimum salary of 300J. a-year, in- 


. 
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creasing by 15/. 2-year until it reaches a maximum of 
4501. a-year. But Second Secretaries at those posts to 
which a higher salary than 300/. a-year is assigned will 
not receive this annual increment until they shall be 
entitled by length of service to a salary greater than 
that so assigned. 

VII. Secretaries of the Second and Third Classes may, 
at the discretion of the Secretary of State, be appointed 
indiscriminately to serve either in an Embassy or Mission, 
without reference to their previous employment in one 
or other of them. They are to be designated as Third or 
Second Secretary in the specific Embassy or Mission in 
which they may at that time be employed, but not as 
Third or Second Secretary of Embassy or Legation. 

VIII. Any Secretary of Embassy or of Legation, Second 
or Third Secretary or Attaché on probation, who shall be 
reported by the head of the Mission in which he is em- 
ployed to possess a competent knowledge, colloquial or 
otherwise, for ordinary purposes, of the Russian, Turkish, 
Persian, Japanese, or Chinese language, while serving 
in any country where such language is vernacular, shall 
receive a special allowance of 100/. a-year over and above 
any other salary or allowance which he may be in 
receipt of. 

IX. In virtue of Her Majesty's Commissions, the ser- 
vice of Second and Third Secretaries will count for their 
pensions, under the Act of $2 & 33 Vict., cap. 43, from 
the date of the issue of their first Commission; but the 
amount of pension to be assigned to them will be calcu- 
lated, so long as they remain Second or Third Secretaries, 
for each year that has elapsed since the date of their first 
Commission, at one-thirtieth part of the last salary of 
which they were in receipt at the time of the pension 
being granted, provided that no pension shall continue 
to be issued to a person not incapacitated by ill-health, 
medically certified, who may decline active service before 
he has reached the sixtieth year of his age, after which 
age no person shall be required to serve as Second or 
Third Secretary. 

X. Second or Third Secretaries and Attachés, as a gene- 
ral rule, will not be employed for more than two years in 
the same Embassy or Mission, exclusive of the periods 
during which they may have been absent on leave. But the 
Secretary of State reserves to himself full power to extend 
the term beyond two years in every case in which he 
Judges that there are special public reasons for so doing, 

XI. The minimum salary of a Secretary of Legation 
will be 500/. a year. 

Xi. Secretaries of Embassy or Legation, Second and 
Third Secretaries and Attachés , will, on their first appoint- 
ment, or on any subsequent removal for promotion, or 
other public reason, be allowed their actual travelling 
expenses by land, or the actual amount of their passages 
by sea, either from England to their post, or from one 
foreign post to another; and in the case of Secretaries of 
Embassy or Legation, and of Second Secretaries, the like 
expenses will be allowed to them for one servant, if they 
have one; and they will further be allowed subsistence 
money for themselves, but not for their servant, at the 
rate of one pound a day, while travelling by land, and by 
sea if subsistence is not included in the passaxe money. 
In the event of a passage being afforded to Secretaries or 
Attachés on board one of Her Majesty’s ships of war, the 
allowances made will be in conformity with the Admi- 
ralty Regulations; but the travelling expenses and sub- 
sistence of the families of Secretaries of Attachés will 
not be allowed. 

No allowance will be made to Members of the Diplo- 
matic Service for journeys undertaken for their own 
convenience, in pursuance of leave of absence. 

‘XII. In the case of any journey of which the expense is 
to be allowed, all Secretaries and Attachés will be bound 
to take charge of despatches, if required; and in that 
case they will be expected to perform the journey with- 
out delaying on the road. 

XIV. It is to be distinctly understood that, in future, 
all the Members of the Diplomatic Service will be ex- 
pected to take their turn in whatever part of the world 
their services may be required; and that, except as re- 
gards Tehran and Pekin, where no accommodation can 
be procured for married nen, every Secretary or Attaché, 
whether married or unmarried, must be prepared to go 
to the post at which the requirements of the public 
service demand his presence, and to which he may be 
appointed. 

KV, The Secretary of State, should he see occasion, 
will, for the advantage of the public service, allow Second 
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and Third Secretaries, and Attachés to interchange for a 
time their duties with Clerks of the three Junior Classes 
in the Foreign Office; the several parties being bound, 
for the whole period through which the interchange 
extends, in every respect to perform the duties and to 
submit to the obligations attaching to the situation which 
they may temporarily occupy. 

The Secretary of State will, moreover, if he sees reason 
to do so, direct such temporary interchange of duties to 
be made, irrespective of the wishes of the parties, between 
Second or Third Secretaries, or Attachés, and Clerks in 
the Foreign Office; or he will direct such persons to be 
employed for a time, at home or abroad, without any 
interchange, making in either case any allowance to 
such parties that he may consider just and reasonable. 

In the case of temporary interchanges between Secre- 
taries and Clerks, they will respectively rank, in the 
Embassy or Mission, and Foreign Office, a8 the case may 
be, during the period for which the interchange shall 
last, after the Junior in the class of Secretaries or Clerks 
to which either of them belongs. 

A First-class Junior Clerk who may be permanently 
transferred to the Diplomatic Service will receive a Com- 
mission as Second Secretary; a Second or Third Class 
Junior Clerk will similarly receive a Commission as 
Third Secretary. 

Junior Clerks in the Foreign Office temporarily em- 
ployed in a Special or in an Ordinary Embassy or Mission, 
will in like manner receive, according to their class, 
Acting Commissions as Second or Third Secretaries. 

XVI. Heads of Missions will be required to report annu- 
ally, on the Ist of January in each year to the Secretary of 
State the mode in which, during so much of the preceding 
year as they shall have served in such Mission, each 
Second and Third Secretary and Attaché in his Mission 
has discharged his public duty, and such reports will be 
duly considered before any promotion or increase of pay 
or promotion is accorded to the persons to whom they 
apply. These reports will be considered to be strictly 
confidential, and it will rest with the Secretary of State 
to determine as to extenuating circumstances when they 
are unfavourable. 

XVII. The Secretary of State reserves to himself the 
power to recommend to the Queen to name any person, 
even though not in the Diplomatic Service, for the 
higher and more responsible posts in it, and, generally, 
in regard to all promotions whatever in the Diplomatic 
Service, the Secretary of State will not be restricted by 
claims founded on seniority or membership of the profes- 
sion from making any such selection as on his own re- 
sponsibility he may deem right. 

XVIII. The duration of the appointments of Heads of 
Missions at foreign Courts shall not exceed, though it 
may be less than, five years; and atthe expiration of five 
years the question of reappointment, though in that case 
not involving fresh credentials, or of transfer to another 
Mission, shall be open for consideration. 

XIX. With a view to relieve the Heads of Missions on 
leave of absence on private grounds, the deduction to 
be made from their salaries will in future be limited, for 
@ period not exceeding 60 days from the date of their 
departure from their posts, to the sum required to pro- 
vide for the allowances of the Acting Chargé d’Affaires 
according to the Regulations which may be in force at the 
time being; on the expiration of which period the deduc- 
tion will be at the rate of one-half of their salaries. 
Such period of sixty days may either be one of sixty con- 
secutive days, or of sixty days occurring at intervals in 
the course of one year, beginning on the Ist of January 
aud ending on the 3ist of Decemter. As regards, how- 
ever, Heads of Missions whose continued residence 
abroad may have extended over several years. and also 
as regards Heads of Missions in non-European coun- 
tries, the Secretary of State will be prepared to consider 
whether some extension of the period of exemption 
from being placed on half-pay beyond sixty days may 
not be recommended to the Treasury. 

XX. Members of the Diplomatic Service of all ranks 
on leave ot absence must leave with or send to the Door- 
keeper of the Foreign Office an address to which letters

FOREIGN ORDERS AND MEDALS. - 
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REGULATIONS RESPECTING FOREIGN ORDERS AND 
MEDALS. : 


The Queen has been pleased to direct that the following Regulations respecting 


Foreign Orders and Medals shall be substituted for those now in force. 


(1855.) 


(In force, January 1873.) 


FOREIGN ORDERS. 


1. No Subject of Her Majesty shall accept a Foreign 
Order from the Sovereign of any foreign country, or 
wear the Insignia thereof, without having previonsly 
obtained Her Majesty's permission to that effect, signified 
by a Warrant under Her Royal Sign Manual. 


2. Such permission shall not be granted to any Sub- 
ject of Her Majesty. unless the Foreign Order shall 
have been conferred in consequence of active and dis- 
tingnished Service before the Enemy, either at Sea or in 
the Field; or unless he shall have been actually and 
entirely employed, beyond Her Majesty's dominions, in 
the Service of the Foreign Sovereign by whom the 
Order is conferred. 


8. The intention of a Foreign Sovereign to confer 
upon a British subject the Insignia of an Order, must 
be notified to Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, either through the British 
Minister accredited at the Court of such Foreign 
Sovereign, or through His Minister accredited at the 
Court of Her Majesty, 


4. If the service for which it is proposed to confer 
the Order has been performed during War, the notifi- 
cation required by the preceding Clause must be made 
not Inter than two years after the exchange of the 
ratifications of a Treaty of Peace. 

If the service has been performed in time of Peace, 
the notification must be made within two years after the 
date of such service. 


5. After such notification shall have been received, 
Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs shall, if the case comes within the conditions 
prescribed by the present Regulations, and arises from 
naval or military Service before the Enemy, refer it to 
Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for the War 
Department, previous to taking Her Majesty's pleasure 
thereupon, in order to ascertain whether there be any 
objection to Her Majesty's permission being granted. 

A similar reference shall also be made to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, if the application relates to an Officer 
in the Army, or to the Lords of the Admiralty if it 
relates to an Officer in the Navy. 


6. When Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs shall have taken the Queen's nleasure 


on any such application, and shall have obtained Her 
Majesty's permission for the person in whose favour it 
has been made to accept the Foreign Order and wear the 
Insignia thereof, he shall signify the same to Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretary of Stato for the Home 
Department, in order that he may cause the Warrant 
required by Clause 1 to be prepared for the Royal Sign 
Menual. 

When such Warrant shall have been signed by the 
Queen, a notification thereof shall be inserted in the 
Gazette, stating the service for which the Foreign Order 
has been conferred. 

7. The Warrant signifying Her Majesty's permission, 
may, at the request and at the expense of the person who 
has obtained it, be registered in the College of Arms. 


8. Every such Warrant as aforesaid shall contain a 
Clause providing that Her Majesty's licence and permis 
sion does not authorize the assumption of any style, 
appellation, rank, precedence, or privilege appertaining 
to a Knight Bachelor of Her Majesty's Realms. 


9. When a British subject has received the Royal 
permission to accept a Foreign Order he will at any 
future time be allowed to accept the decoration of a 
higher class of the same Order, to which he may have 
become eligible by increase of rank in the Foreign ser- 
vice, or in the service of his own country; or any other 
distinctive mark of honour strictly consequent upon the 
acceptance of the original Order, and common to every 
person upon whom such Order is conferred. 

10. The preceding Clause shall not be taken to 
apply to Decorations of the Guelphic Order which were 
bestowed on British subjects by Her Majesty's prede 
cessors, King George 1V. and King William 1V, on 
whose heads the Crowns of Great Britain and Hanover 
were united. 

Decorations so bestowed cannot properly be consi- 
dered as rewards granted by a Foreign Sovereign for 
services rendered according to the purport of Clause 2 
of these Regulations. They must be rather considered 
as personal favours bestowed on British subjects by 
British Sovereigns, and as having no reference to ser. 
vices rendered to the Foreign Crown of Hanover.

FOREIGN MEDALS. 


1, Application for permission to accept and wear 
Medals which, not being the decoration of any Foreign 
Order, are conferred by a Foreign Sovereign on British 
subjects in the Army or in the Navy, for military or 
for naval services, should be addressed, as the case may 
be, to the Commuander-in-Chief or the Lords of the 
Admiralty, who, if they see fit, may submit the same to 
Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for Foreign 
Atfairs, for Her Majesty’s sanction; upon obtaining 
which they may grant such permission without any 
other formality. 


2. Any British subject is at liberty to accept and 
wear a Foreign Medal, not being the Decoration of a 
Foreign Order, bestowed by competent authority for 
acts of bravery in saving buman life. An officer, 
soldier, marine, or sailor must, however, first obtain 
permission from the Commander-in-Chief, or the Lords 
of the Admiralty, as the case may be. 

8. No permission is necessary for accepting a Foreign 
Medal, if such Medal is not to be worn.

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REGULATIONS RESPECTING PASSPORTS. 


1. Applications for Foreign Office Passports must be made in writing; and inclosed in a cover addressed 
to “The Chief Clerk, Foreign Office, London,” with the word ‘ Passport” conspicuously written on the cover. 

2. The charge on the issue of a passport, whatever number of persons may be named in it, is 2s.; and if it 
is desired that the passport should be sent by post, that sum must be forwarded with the application for the pass- 
port by a Post Odice order, made payable at the Post Office, Charing Cross, London, to the Chief Clerk of the 
Foreign Oftice, Francis B. Alston, Esq. Postage stamps will not be received in payment. 

3. Foreign Ottice Passports are granted only to British-born subjects, or to such foreigners as have become 
naturalized cither by Act of Parliament or by a Certificate of Naturalization granted by the Secretary of State 
for the Home Department. When the party is a “‘ Naturalized British subject,” he will be so designated in his 
passport; and if his certificate of naturalization be dated subsequently to the 24th uf August, 1850, and previously 
to the Ist of August, 158, his passport will be marked as good for one year only; or should the certiticate be dated 
subsequently to the Ist’ of August, 1858, his passport will in that cise be marked as good for six months only, 
except in cases where a licence for a longer period of residence abroad has been granted by the Secretary of State 
for the Home Department: but this regulation will not preclude any person whom it affects from obtaining, at 
the Foreign Office, at any future time, on his producing his old passport, a fresh passport in exchange for it for a 
further limited period, withcut being required to pay a fresh charge. A Foreign Office passport granted to a 
British-born subject, or to a “ Naturalized British subject” who has been naturalized by Act of Parlioment, or 
whose certificate of naturalization is dated previously to the 24th of August, 1850, is not liroited in point of time? 
but is available for any time, or for any number of journeys to the Continent. Aliens naturalized as British 
subjects under the Naturalization Act, 1870 (33 Viet. c. 14), will also receive passports unlimited In point of time, 
but subject to the qualification mentioned in the 7th Clause of the Act. 

4. Passports are granted to all persons either known to the Secretary of State or recommended to him by some 
person who is known to him; or upon the application of any Banking Firm established in London, o: in any part 
of the United Kingdom; or upoa the production of a Certificate of Identity (see subjoined Form) signed by any Mayor, 
Maxistrate, Justice of the Peace, Minister of Religion, Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary, resident in the 
United Kingdom. In certain cases, the production of a Certificate of Birth may be demanded. 

5. If the applicant fora passport be a Naturalized British subject, his certificate of naturalization, with his 
signature subscribed to the oath printed on the third page of it, must be forwarded to the Foreign Office with tbe 
certificate of identity granted on his‘behalf; and his certificate of naturalization will be returned with the passport 
to the person who may have granted the certificate of identity, in order that he may cause such Naturalized 
British subject to sign the passport in his presence. The agents at the outports are not authorized to grant pass- 
ports to naturalized British subjects, and such persons, if resident in London or in the suburbs, must apply 
personally for their passports at the Foreign Office. 

6. Passports are issued at the Foreign Otlice, between the hours of 11 and 4, on the day following that on 
which the application for the passport has been received at the Foreign Office. 

7, A passport cannot be issued by the Foreign Office, or by an agent at an outport, on behalf of a person already 
abroad; such person, being a British-born subject, should apply for one to the nearest British Mission or Cunsulate. 
A passport cannot be issued abroad to a naturalized British subject, except for a direct journey to England, or in the 
case of a colonial naturalized subject for a journey back to the colony where he has been naturalized. Neither can 
a passport granted at the Foreign Office to a naturalized British subject for a limited period be, renewed by Her 
Majesty’s Diplomatic or Consular Agents in foreign countries; but only at the Foreign Office. 

8. The bearer of every passport granted by the Foreign Office should sign his passport as soon as he receives it : 
without such signature either the risa may be refused, or the validity of the passport questioned abroad. Travellers 
who may have any intention of visiting the Russian Empire at any time in the course of their travels are particu- 
larly and earnestly advised not to quit England without having had their passports visés at the Russian Consulate 
in London, 17, Gieat Winchester-street, E.C, Persons proceeding to Cuba, Portugal, or Turkey, should also have 
their passports visés at the Spanish Cousulate, 155, Fenchurch-street; at the Portuguese Censulate, 8 St. Mary Axe; 
and at the Turkish Embassy, 1, Bryanstone-square, respectively, ‘Travellers about to proceed to any other country 
need not obtain the risa of the Diplomatic or Consular Agents of such country, resident in the United Kingdom. 

N.B —Although British subjects are now free to enter France and Belzium without passp: rts, and the rules ahout passports 
have been virti relaxed in ral other countrics, nevertheless, British subjects about to visit the Continent are recommended not 


to omit to provide themselves with passports, for even in those countries where they are no longer obligatory, they arc fuurd to De 
convenient, as offering a ready means of identification, and more particularly when letters have to be claimed al a poste reatante.

PENSION ACTS, &c. 
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An Act to provide for the Payment of 
DIPLOMATIC SALARIES, ALLOWANCES, AND PENSIONS. 
32 & 33 Vict., cap. 43.—2 August, 1869. 


Waereas it is expedient to provide for the payment 
of the salaries, allowances, and pensions of versons in 
Her Majesty's Diplomatic Service out of moneys provided 
by Parliament instead of out of the Consolidated Fund, 
and otherwise to amend the law respecting the same: 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in thig present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 


Short Title. 


1, This Act may be cited as “‘ The Diplomatic Salaries, 
&e., Act, 1869.” 


Commencement of Act. 


2. This Act shall come into operation as on and from 
the Ist day of April, 1869, which day is in this Act 
referred to as ‘ the commencement of this Act.” 


Interpretation of Terms. 


8. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

The term “Treasury” means the Lord High Trea- 

surer, or the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury : 

The term “Secretary of State” means that one of 
Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State who is 
entrusted with the Seals of the Department for 
Foreign Affairs, or performs the duties of that 
Department. 


Sections 4,5, 6, 7, and 8, and part of Sections 12 
and 13 of 2 & 3 Wm. IV, cap. 116, and 
22 g 23 Vict., cap. 5, repealed. 


4. Sections 4, 5, 6, 7, and 8 of the Act of the session of 
the 2nd and 3rd Years of William IV, chapter 116, ‘to 
provide for the salaries of certain high and judicial 
officers, and payments hitherto made out of the Civil List 
revenues,” and so much of sections 12 and 18 of the same 
Act as relates to diplomatic salaries, allowances, and 
pensions, and tbe whole of the Act of the session of the 
22nd and 23rd years of the reign of Her present Majesty, 
chapter 5, ‘to remove doubts as to the qualification of 
persons holding diplomatic pensions to sit in Parlia- 
ment,” are hereby repealed, as fromthe commencement 
of this Act. 

Provided that this repeal shall not affect any pensions 
now payable under the said Act; and those pensions 
shall be paid out of the Consolidated Fund, and the 
accounts thereof shall be laid before Parliament in the 
same manner as if this Act had not passed. 


Salaries, Pensions, &c., Payable out of Annual 
Votes. 


5. After the commencement of this Act all salaries, 
allowances, and pensions (other than pensions granted 
before the commencement of this Act) payable to persons 
in Her Majesty’s Diplomatic Service, shall be paid out of 
moneys provided by Parliament, and shall be paid on 
such days and in such manner as the Treasury may, with 
the consent of the Secretary of State, from time to time 
appoint. 


Amounts of Diplomatic Pensions. 


6. After the commencement of this Act the Treasury, 
on the recommendation of the Secretary of State, may 
‘ant pensions during life to persons in Her Majesty's 
iplomatic Service, not exceeding the salary which the 
pensioner may be receiving at the time that his active 


employment ceases, and not exceeding the following 
amounts; namely : 

(1.) 1,7004. per annum for a Ist class pension. 

(2.) 1,302. per annum for a Qnd class pension. 

(3.) 9002. per annum for a 3rd class pension. 

(4.) 7004. per annum for a 4th class pension. 


Qualifications for Pension. 


7. With respect to the qualifications for pensions under 
this Act, the following provisions shall have eff 
(1.) A’ person shall not be qualited for receiving a 
pension of any class, until the expiration of 15 
years from the date of his first commission, and 
unless he has actually served in some foreign State 
or States, either continuously or on different oc 
sions, during a time amounting in the aggregate 

to 10 years: 

(2.) A person shall not be qualified for receiving a 
pension of the Jst class unless he has been an 
Ambassador, and in that capacity has actually 
resided in some foreign State or States, either con- 
tinuously or on different occasions, during a time 
amounting in the aggregate to 3 years: 

(3.) A person shall not be qualified for receiving a 

pension of the Qnd class unless he has been an 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipoten 
on a Mission of the first class, and in that capa 
has actually resided in some foreign State or Stat 
either continuously or on diflerent occasions, 
during a time amounting in the aggregate to 
5 years : 
A person shall not be qualified for receiv a 
pension of the 3rd class unless he has been an 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
on a Mission of the second class, or a Minister 
Plenipotentiary, or a Minister Resident, or a Chargé 
d’Affaires and Consul-General in some foreign 
State or States, or aCharyéd’Altiaires in some foreign 
State or States, where no other Diplomatic Repre- 
sentative is usually appointed to reside on behalf of 
Her Majesty, or an Agent and Consul-General in 
some foreign State or States where his duties have 
been generally of a political character, and in one 
or more of those capacities has actually resided in 
some foreign State or States, either continuously 
or on different occasions, during a time amounting 
in the aggregate to 5 years: 

(5.) A period of residence in any capacity which, if 
continued, would be a qualification for any class of 
pension may count as part of the qualitication for 
a lower class of pension. 


(4) 


Pension to Invalided Secretaries. 


8. Where a person holding a commission as Second or 
Third Secretary in Her Majesty’s Diplomatic Service, and 
having served in such capacities, or one of them, for a 
period not less than five years, is constrained, from 
infirmity of mind or body, to leave that service before 
the completion of the period which would qualify him for 
a pension under the other provisions of this Act, the 
‘Treasury may grant to him an allowance during his life, 
not exceeding for each year of his service in the said 
capacities, or one of them (if he has only served in one), 
onc-thirtieth part of the amount of the annual salary 
which he may be receiving at the time that he leaves the 
service. 


Allowance in case of Bodily Injury. 


2, Where a person in Her Majesty’s Diplomatic Service, 
by reason of severe bodily injury, occasioned without his 
own default in the discharge of his duty, is constrained 
to leave that service before the completion of the period 
which would qualify him for a pension under the other 
provisions of this Act, the Treasury may grant to hima 
gratuity not exceeding the amount of three months’ 
salary for every two years of service, or a pension not 


exceeding ten-sixtieths of the annual salary which he 
may be receiving at the time that heJeaves the service. 
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Temporary Pension on Rupture of Diplomatic 
Relations. 


10. Where a person in Her Majesty’s Diplomatic 
Service, who is serving in any foreign State in any capa- 
city, and is, by reason of war or any interruption of 
diplomatic relations, withdrawn from active service 
before he has completed the term of service and period of 
residence which, under the provisions of this Act, would 
entitle him to’a pension for having served in such 
capacity, the Treasury, at the request of the Secretary of 
State, may grant to hima temporary allowance calculated 
on the rate of pension which he would have earned if he 
had continued to reside in such capacity, regard being 
had to the length and character of his services, 

Every such allowance shall cease from the date of the 
ratification of a Treaty of Peace or the renewal of diplo- 
matic relations. 


Forfeiture of Pension on Refusal to Serve 
again, 


11. If any person who is in receipt of a pension or tem- 
porary allowance under this Act, and has not attained the 
age of sixty years, and is not incapacitated by infirmity 
of mind or body (proved to the satisfaction of the Secre- 
tary of State, by a medical certificate or otherwise), 
refuses, when required so to do by the Secretary of State, 
to proceed to any Mission which is of the same rank as 
that in respect of which his pension was granted, or to 
some Mission of higher rank, he shall forfeit his right to 
the pension and allowance. 


Suspension of Payment on Holding other Offices. 


12, Where a person having any pension or allowance 
under this Act is appointed to any office of profit under 
the Crown, or to any office the salary of which is payable 
out of the Consolidated Fund or moneys provided by 
Parliament, whether such office is in the United Kingdom 
or not, his pension and allowance, so long as he continues 
to hold such office, shall, if the emoluments of such office 
are equal to or larger than the pension or allowance, be 
suspended, and if the emoluments of such office are less 
than the pension or allowance, be diminished by the 
amount of such emoluments, 


Determination of Class of Missions. 


13. It shall be lawful for Her Majesty from time to 
‘ime to determine the foreign States the Envoys Extra. 
ordinary and Ministers Plenipotentiary at which are 
thereafter to be deemed on First and Second Class 
Missions respectively for the purposes of a pension under 
this Act. 

Such determination shall be signified in writing under 
the hand of the Secretary of State to the Commissioners 
of Her Majesty's Treasury, and shall be laid before both 
Houses of Parliament within fourteen days after the 
signing thereof, if Parliament be then sitting, and if 
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Parliament be not then sitting, within fourteen days 
after the commencement of the next session. 

The arrangement existing at the commencement of 
this Act as to such First and Second Class Missions shall, 
until and except so far as altered under the provisions of 
this section, continue in force for the purposes of a 
pension under this Act. 


Employment beyond Limits of State. 


14. Where a person in Her Majesty's Diplomatic 
Service is actually employed beyond the limits of the 
foreign State in which, under the terms of his credentials 
or commission he should properly reside, and is so 
employed on a special diplomatic mission or service, 
whether in or out of Her Majesty's dominions, or (being 
a Second or Third Secretary) is 80 employed for the 
advantage of the public service in the Department of 
Foreign Affairs in London, he shall, for the purposes of a 
pension under this Act, be deemed, during the time that 
he is so actually employed, to have been actually residing 
in such foreign State. = 


Pension on Transfer from Civil (or Consular) 
to Diplomatic Service, and vice versh. 


15. Where a person in the Consular Service or in any 
other branch of the Civil Service of Her Majesty is 
appointed to some employment in the Diplomatic Ser- 
vice, or where a person in the Diplomatic Service is 
appointed to some employment in the Civil Service of 
the State in the Department of Foreign Affairs in London, 
and such person may suffer prejudice in regard to his 
retiring allowance by reason of his not continuing in his 
former service, the Treasury may award to him, on his 
retirement from active service, such pension or super- 
annuation allowance under this Act and the Super- 
annuation Act, 1859, or one of them, as in their opinion 
will prevent his suffering such prejudice and is just, 
having regard to his services; but save as aforesaid a 
persou receiving a pension under this Act shall not be 
entitled to any superannuation allowance under the 
Superannuation Act, 1859. (22 § 23 Vict., cap. 26.) 


Pension, &c., to be Free from Taxes. 


16. Every pension, allowance, and gratuity under this 
Act shall be paid to the person entitled to the same 
without any abatement or deduction in respect of any 
taxes or duties at present existing, except the tax upon 
income. 


Pensioner may Sit in House of Commons. 


17. A pension under this Act shall not disqualify the 
holder for being elected or sitting or voting as a member 
of the House of Commons. 


An Act to remove doubts as to the Qualification of 


PERSONS HOLDING CIVIL SERVICE PENSIONS, OR RECEIVING 
SUPERANNUATION ALLOWANCES, TO SIT IN PARLIAMENT.

Wuenras the Acts ofthe 4th and 5th years of King 
William IV., Chapter 24, and of the 22nd year of Her 
Majesty, Chapter 26, regulate the conditions on which 
pensions, compersations, and allowances shall be made 
to persons in respect of their having held civil offices in 
Her Majesty's service: 

And whereas doubts have arisen as to whether such 
pensions, compensations, or allowances, being those of 
reward and recompense for civil services authorized by 
Parliament, come within the provisions of the Act of the 
6th year of Queen Anne, Chapter 7, which renders any 
person holding a pension from the Crown during pleasure 
incapable of being elected or of sitting and voting as a 
Member of the House of Commons 

Be it therefore enarced; and it is hereby enacted and 
declared by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 


with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same as follows: 

1. That’ pensions, compensations, or allowances 
granted for civil services according to the provisions of 
the aforesaid Acts of the 4th and 5th years of King 
William IV. and the 22nd year of Her Majesty, or any 
other Act or Acts whatever, shall not disqualify the 
holder from being elected or sitting or voting as a 
member of the House of Commons. 

2. Nothing contained in this Act shall affect any of the 
provisions of the aforesaid Acts of the 4th and 5th years 
of King William IV., and 22nd Victoria, Chapter 26, or 
of the Act of the 20th and 2lst years of Her Majesty, 
Chapter 87.

65), toenable His 
Majesty to recompense the services of persons holding 
or who have held certain high and efficient civil offices, 
His Majesty is empowered to grant pensions, as therein 
provided to persons who shall have served His Majesty, 

is heirs or successors, in the offices therein mentioned : 
And whereas by an Act passed in the 6th year of the reign 
of His late Majesty King George 1V, for amending the 
said recited Act, it is enacted, that the several other 
offices therein particularly described shall be deemed to 
be comprised in the several classes of offices in the said 
recited Act respectively specified: And whereas it is 
expedient that the amount of the pensions by the said 
two Acts authorized to be granted should as to future 
pensions be reduced, and the conditions under which the 
same shall be granted be altered and regulated: Be it 
therefore enacted by the King’s Most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
‘assembled, and by the authority of the same, that from 
and after the passing of this Act no pension to be 
granted to any person in respect of his having served in 
any one or more of the offices of First Lord of the 
Treasury, or one of His Majesty’s Principal Secretaries 
of State, or Chancellor of the Exchequer, or First Lord 
of the Admiralty, or President of the Board of Commis-

Ordinary Rate of Superannuation Allowance. 


I. (Repeals sections X, XI, XIII, XIV, XV, XVII, 
‘XIX, XXIV of Act 4&5 Will. IV., c. 24.) : 

II. Subject to the exceptions and provisions hereinafter 
contained, the superannuation allowance to be granted 
after the commengement of this Act to persons who shall 
have served in an established capacity in the permanent 
Civil Service of the State, whether their remuneration be 
computed by day pay, weekly wages, or annual salary, 
and for whom provision shall not otherwise have been 
made by Act of Parliament, or who may not be specially 
excepted by the authority of Parliament, shall be as follows;

after the said 5th day of August, 1829, as to those who may 
hereafter enter the public service. 


Provision for computing Amount of Supermmnaatioe 
to Persons holding professional and other special 
Offices. 


IV. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of the Trea- 
sury from time to time, by any order or warrant, to declare 
that for the due and efficient discharge of the duties of 
any office or class of offices to be specified in such order 
or warrant, professional or other peculiar qualifications, 
not ordinarily to be acquired in the public service, are 
required, and that it is for the interest of the public’ that 
persons should be appointed thereto atan age exceeding that 
at which public service ordinarily begins; and by the same 
or any other order or warrant to direct that when any 
person now holding or who may hereafter be appointed to 
such office, or any of such class of offices, shall retire from 
the public’ service, a number of years not exceeding 20, to 
be specified in the sald order or warrant, shall, in comput- 
ing the amount of superannuation allowance which may be 
granted to him under the foregoing section of this Act, be 
added to the number of years during which he may have 
actually served, and also to direct that in respect of such 
office or class of offices, the period of service required to en- 
title the holders to superannuation may be a period less 
than 10 years, to be specified in the order or warrant; 
and also to direct that, in respect of such office or class of 
offices, the holder may be entitled to superannuation, 
though he may not hold his appointment directly from the 
Crown, and may not have entered the service with a cer- 
tificate from the Civil Service Commissioners: Provided 
always, that every order or warrant made under this enact- 
ment shall be laid before Parliament. 


Allowances in cases of bodily Injury. 


V. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of the Trea- 
sury to grant to any person who, being the holder of an 
office in respect of which 8 superannuation allowance may 
be granted, but not having comnleted the period which 
would have entitled him to a superannuation allowance, is 
compelled to quit the public service by reason ofsevere 
bodily injury, occasioned, without his own default, in the 
discharge of his public duty, a gratuity not exceeding 3 
months pay for every 2 years of service, or a superannua- 
tion allowance not exceeding 10-60ths of the annual sulary 
and emoluments of this office. 


Power to Treasury to grant Gratuities in cuse of 
short Service. 


VI. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of the Trea- 
sury to grant to any person who, being the holder of an 
office in respect of which a superannuation allowance may 
be granted, is constrained, from infirmity of mind or body, 
to leave the public service before the completion of the 
period which would entitle him to a superannuation allow. 
ance, such sum of money by way of gratuity as the said 
Commissioners may think proper, but so as that no such 
gratuity shal] exceed the amount of one month's pay for 
each year of service. 


Power to Treasury to grant Allowances on Abolition 
of Offices. 


VII. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of the 


Treasury to grant to any person retiring or removed from 

the public service in consequence of the abolition of his 
office, or for the purpose of facilitating improvements in 
the organization of the department to which he belongs, 
by which greater efficiency and economy can be effected. 
such special annual allowance by way of compensation, as 
on a full consideration of the circumstances of the case may 
seem to the said Commissioners to be a reasonable and just 
compensation for the loss of office; and if the compensation 
shall exceed the amount to which such person would have 
been entitled under the scale of superannuation provided 
by this Act if 10 years were added to the number of 
years which he may have actually served, such allowance 
shall be granted by special minute, stating the special 
grounds for granting such allowance, which minute shall 
ve laid before Parliament, and no such allowance shall 
exceed 2-3rds of the salary and emoluments of the office. 


Condition of Grant of full Superannuations to 
public Servants not Heads of Departments. 


VIII. It shall not be lawful for the Commissioners of the 
Treasury to grant the full amount of superannuation allow= 
ance which can be granted under this Act to any person 
not being the head officer or one of the head officers of a 
department, nnless upon production of a certificate (signed 
by the head officer of the department, or by two head 
officers, if there be more than one) that he has served with 
diligence and fidelity to the satisfaction of such head officer 
or officers; and in every case in which any superannuation 
allowance is granted, after the refusal of such certificate, 
the minute granting it shall state such refusal and the 
grounds on which the allowance is granted. 


Power to Treasury to grant Allowances for special 
Services, and for Demerits in individual Cases. 


1X. Provided, That it shall be lawful for the Commis- 
sioners of the Treasury to grant to any person any super- 
annuation, compensation, gratuity, or other allowance of 
greater amount than the amount which might be awarded 
to him .mder the foregoing provisions, when special services 
rendered by such person, and requiring special reward, 
shall appear to them to justify such increase, but so that 
such allowance shall in no case exceed the salary and 
emoluments enjoyed by the grantee at the time of retire- 
ment, and the grounds of every such increase shall be 
stated in a minute of the Treasury, which shall be laid 
before Parliament; and it shall be lawful for the said 
Commissioners to grant to any person any such allowance 
of less amount than otherwise would have been awarded 
to him where his defaults or demerit in relation to the 
public service appear to them to justify such diminution. 


Evidence of Infirmity of Persons under Sixty. 


X. It shall not be lawful to grant any superannuation 
allowance under the provisions of this Act to any person 
who shall be under 60 years, unless upon medical certificate 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners of the Treasury 
that he is incapable, from infirmity of mind or body, to 
discharge the duties of his situation, and that such 
infirmity is likely to be permanent. 


Persons superannuated under Sizty may be 
required to serve again. 


XI. Every person to whom a superannuation or compen- 
sation allowance shall have been granted before he shall 
have attained the age of 60 years shall, until he has attained 
that age, be liable to be called upon to fill, in any part of 
Her Majesty's dominions in which he shall before have 
served, any public office or situation under the Crown for 
which his previous public services may render him eligible ; 
and if he shall decline, when called upon to do so, to take 
upon him such office or situation, or shall decline or neglect 
to execute the duties thereof satisfactorily, being in a 
competent state of health, he shall forfeit his right to the 
compensation or superannuation allowance which had been 
granted to him,

Persons to retain Right to Superannuation on 
Transfer to other Employment under the Crown. 


‘XII. And whereas it shall be for the advantage of the 
public service that officers holding employments entitling 
them to superannuation allowances under this or other Acts 
shall be eligible for other public employments at home 
and abroad, without forfeiting their claims to such allow- 
ances: 

Every officer already or hereafter to be transferred from 
employment entitling him to superannuation allowance to 
public employment under the Crown not so entitling him 
shall be entitled, on his ultimate retirement from the 
publicservice, to the same allowance as if he had continued 
to hold the vacated appointment and at the same rate of 
salary as when the same was vacated, subject nevertheless 


“to the conditions which would in that case have been

applicable with respect to the grant of such allowance; pro- 
vided that it shall be lawfu) for the Commissioners of the 
Treasury, in the case of officers transferred to governorships 
and lieutenant-governorships of colonies, and other high 
offices abroad, conferred for a limited period, to grant such 
superannuation allowance to such officers on the expiration 
of such term of service without u renewal of public em- 
ployment; but any officer to whom euch grant is made 
while under the age of 60 years shall be subject to the 
same liability to be called upon to fill office under the 
Crown, as herein provided concerning other persons under 
that age to whom like allowances are granted. 

XIII. Orders, &., within what time to be laid before 
Parliament. 

XIV. Section 6 of 59 George III, c. 65, only to appoint- 
ment to officers having had seats in Parliament. 


Acts in Schedule to be construed as referring to 
this Act. 


XV. The several sections mentioned in the schedule 
hereto of the several Acts of Parliament, also therein men- 
tioned, shall be construed as if this Act, instead of the said 
Act of the 4th and 5th years of the reign of King William 
TV, had been referred to in the said sections; and such 
other enactments as refer to the scale of superannuation 
allowance established by the provisions hereby repealed 
of the said Act of King William IV, shall be construed as 
if the scale established by this Act had been referred to. 


Allowances to be paid free from Tazes. 
XVI. Allsuperannuations, compensations, gratuit 
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other allowances granted or hereafter under this Act to be 
granted, shall be paid to persons entitled to receive the 
same without any abatement or deduction in respect of 
any taxes or duties whatever at present existing, except 
the tax upon property or income. 


Who to be deemed Civil Servants, 


XVII. For the purposes of this Act, no person hereafter 
to be appointed shall be deemed to have served in the 
permanent Civil Service of the State unless such person 
holds his appointment directly from the Crown, or has been 
admitted into the Civil Service with a certificate from the 
Civil Service Commissioners; nor shall any person, already 
appointed to any office, be held to have served in the per- 
manent Civil Service as aforesaid, unless such person belong 
to a class which is already entitled to superannuation 
allowance, or to a class in which, if he had been appointed 
thereto subsequently to the passing of this Act, he would, 
as holding his appointment directly from the Crown, or as 
having been admitted into the Civil Service with such cer- 
tificate as aforesaid, have become entitled to such allow. 
ance; and no person shall be entitled to any superannu- 
ation allowance under this Act, unless his salary or remu- 
neration has been provided out of the Consolidated Fund 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, or out 
of monies voted by Parliament.

PENSIONS TO SLAVE TRADE COMMISSIONERS. 


(Extracted from Parliamentary Paper, No. 94, Session I, 1859.] 


Treasury Minute, November 22, 1842. 


Scale of Pensions, §c., for Mixed Commission Courts for Suppression of the Slave Trade. 


Reap letter from the Earl of Aberdeen, dated 15th instant, 
referring to the treaty concluded, on the 3rd July last 
between Great Britain and Portugal for the suppression of 
the slave trade, and calling their Lordships’ attention to 
the necessity of providing for the expenditure to be in- 
curred for the Commissions under Article 6 of that treaty 
for the trial of vessels charged with being concerned in the 
slave trade. The Commissions to be established are 4 in 
number: 2 of these in possessions belonging to Her Ma- 
Jesty, and 2 within the territories of Her most faithful 
Majesty. 

The British possessions named for these Commissions 
are the Cape of Good Hope and Jamaica; the Portuguese 
possessions are Boa Vista, one of the Cape Verd Islands, 


and Loanda, in the province of Angola, on the western 
coast of Africa. The appointments to be made in these 
Commissions, on the part of Her Majesty, are as follows: a 
Commissioner, an arbitrator, and a registrar to reside at 
the Cape of Good Hope, and similar officers at Jamaica; a 
Commissioner and an arbitrator at Boa Vista, and similar 
officers at Loanda. - 

Lord Aberdeen submits that the salary to be given to 
the head Commissioner in each of those courts should be 
£1,200 a-year; that the salary to the arbitrator should be 
£800 a-year; and that the salary of the registrar should 
be £500 a-year. In respect to the pensions which may 
eventually be granted to the persons holding these situa- 
tions, his Lordship submits that it will be advisable to

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adopt @ modification of the system according to which 
pensions are now granted for services under Slave Trade 
Commissions, He proposes that a graduated scale should 
be adopted, under which a less sum should be given than 
has hitherto been granted for the shortest term required ; 
but the sum allotted should eventually be increased in cases 
in which a more lengthened term of service has been com- 
pleted, viz., that an officer, after 12 years’ service actually 
completed at his post, may, on then retiring with the ap- 
proval of Her Majesty's Secretary of State, be recommended 
for a pension not exceeding ;‘,ths of his salary; und that in 
case of his serving longer, the pension for which he may 
be recommended may be increased at the rate of ,4ths of 
his salary for such further 6 years’ actual service at is post. 
Lord Aberdeen further proposes to follow the practice 
hitherto observed of giving to such funclionary a free 
Passage to his post; and that the sum allotted to each 
for his equipment should be equal in amount to 8 months’ 


lary. 

‘Write to Mr. Addington, that my Lords approve of the 
seale of salaries proposed by Lord Aberdeen for the officers 
to be appointed by Her Majesty in the Mixed Commis. 
sions to be established under the treaty between Great 
Britain and Portugal at the Cape of Good Hope, Jamaica, 
Boa Vista, and Loanda, and also of the proposed arrange- 
ments with regard to the retired allowances to be hereafter 
granted to those officers. 

Their Lordships also concur with Lord Aberdeen, that

the same arrangements with regard to pensions should be 
carried out in respect to appointments hereafter to be made 
at the Havana, Rio de Janeiro, and Surinam, 

‘Their Lordships would further suggest, for Lord Aber- 
deen’s consideration, whether the salaries of the officers at 
these last-mentioned stations may not be reduced, as vacan- 
cies occur, to the scale which has been resolved upon for 
the officers to be appointed to the new Mixed Cominis- 
sions. Lord Aberdeen will no doubt concur in opinion 
with their Lordships, that the large increase which is about 
to take place in the expense of this department of the 
public service renders it particularly important that the 
entire establishment should be regulated in future with 
every practical attention to economy. 

With regard to Sierra Leone, their Lordships admit that 
the unhealthiness of the climate renders it proper that the 
minimum period of service entitling officers to pensions at 
that place should be fixed lower than at other stations; but 
if this period were to be reduced to six years, with an in- 
crease at the rate of two-twelfths of the salary for each fu 
ther three years’ actual service on the spot, their Lordships 
are of opinion that the salaries at present allotted to the 
officers at that station ought to undergoa very considerable 
reduction. 

Their corn see no objection to the course proposed 
with regard to the passages and outfit of the officers to be 
now appointed.

REGULATIONS RESPECTING THE PAY, 


&e., OF ARTILLERY AND ENGINEER 


OFFICERS DURING THEIR EMPLOYMENT IN THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


Treasury Minute dated October 19,1855. (Parliamentary Paper, No. 58, Session 1863.)—(Ext.) 


1st. That when the services of an officer of Royal Artil- 
lery or Engineers may be required in a Civil Department, 
and absence from his regular duties can be allowed without 
inconvenience to the military service, the Commander- 
in-chief should grant him leave of absence for a period 
not exceeding six months; that in such case the officer 
should remain in regard to rank, pay, and progressive 
promotion, in the same position as he would have been if 
granted leave of absence under ordinary circumstances 
on account of health or private affairs. That the Civil 
Department employing such officer should make such 
addition to his military pay as will afford him adequate 
remuneration, when added to his pay, for the duty he 
may have to perform. A 

2nd. In every case and without exception, if the civil 
duty and employment lasts more than six months, and 
the officer prefer continuing in such employment instead 


of going back to his military duty, he should be mad 
supernumerary in his corps; that he should neverthele: 
retain his rank, with the progressive promotion in his 
corps to which his position may entitle him: but that he 
should draw no military pay whatever, the whole of his 
remuneration being provided by the Civil Department in 
which he may be employed; that if at the expiration of 
ten years, or earlier in case his civilemployment should 
cease, he should return to his corps, he should in such 
case be considered as supernumerary, and fall into the 
first vacancy; but if after the expiration of ten years he 
should prefer remaining in his civil employment, he 
should then be placed on the retired list of the corps ; 
that on such officer first becoming supernumerary, his 
place in his corps should be filled up by an effective officer, 
80 as to keep the corps always complete and ellicient.

Art. 1, Whenever any Ambassador Extraordinary and 
Plenipotentiary shall arrive at, or depart from any place 
in Her Majesty’s dominions where there are forts or bat- 
teries from which salutes are usually fired, he shall be 
saluted with the number of guns specified against his 
rank in the scale § II.; and if an Ambassador shall em- 
bark on board of one of Her Majesty's ships in an oflicial 
capacity, he shall also be saluted by such ship, according 
to the said scale, on his going on board, (and should he 
proceed to sea in her) also on his finally leaving her, and 
the same may be observed in a foreign port or colony. 

Art. 2, Envoys Extraordinary and Ministers Plenipo- 
tentiary, and Envoys, Ministers, and others accredited 
to Sovereigns (with the exception of such Ministers as 
are accredited in the specitic character of ‘‘ Ministers 
Resident,”) shall be entitled to be saluted with the num- 
ber of guns specified against their rank in the scale § IT.; 
but they shall be entitled only to the compliment when 
within the precincts of the nation to which they are accre- 
dited; and consequently when they proceed in a ship of war, 
they are only to be saluted by such ship, on their quitting 
her, after her arrival at their destination; and whenever 
they shall visit in their official capacity any of Her Majesty’s 
ships within the precincts of the territories to which theyare 

accredited, they are to be saluted by such ships with the 
number of guns specified against their rank in the scale; but 


on the same day they shall be saluted c-ly by one of them; 
and although their visit to any of Her Majesty's ships or 
vessels may be repeated, they shall be saluted by the same 
ship in the same port only once in 12 months; but wher 
they shallembark on the final termination of their mission, 
they shall be entitled to the same number of guns from 
any of Her Majesty's ships which may be ordered to receive 
em. 

The foregoing regulations are to be applicable also 
to the other diplomatic authorities of lower rank than 
that of Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
ditfering only in the number of guns with which they 
aor to be saluted, as stated against their ranks in the 
scale. 

Art. 3. It is to be understood that salutes, in con- 
formity to the forezoing regulations, shall be fired in 
compliment (from either forts or ships) to those foreign 
diplomatic authorities only whose nations pay the same 
compliments to Her Majesty’s diplomatic ministers in 
their territories. 

Art. 4, Her Majesty’s Consuls-General, or Consuls, or 
the Members of a British Factory, shall be saluted 
with the number of guns mentioned against their rank in 
scale §1I.,on their going on board, or on their leaving 
any one of Her Majesty's ships, but this to be done ouly 
in the foreign ports to which they respectively helong, 
and only once in 12 months from the same ship oF vessel, 
and to the same person.

‘X. And whereas Churchee and Chapels for the Perform- 
ance of Divine Service, according to the Rites and Cere- 
monies of the United Church of England and Ireland, or 
of the Chnreh of Scotland, have been erected, and pro- 

er Grounds have been appropriated and set apart for the 
Pnterment of the dead, in divers Foreign Ports and Places, 
and Chaplains have been appointed for the Performance 
of Divine Service in the said Churches and Chapels, and 
re now resident in such Foreign Ports and Places; and 
it is expedient to afford Encouragement for the Sup- 
port of the Churches and Chapels so erected as aforesaid, 
and to promote the Erection of other Churches and Cha- 
pels in Foreign Ports and Places to which His Majesty’s 
Bubjects may resort, and wherein they may be resident in 
considerable numbers, for the purposes of Trade or other. 
wise; be it therefore enacted, That at any Foreign Port 
or Place in whieh a Chaplain is now, or shall at any 
future time be resident and regularly employed in the 
Celebration of Divine Service, according to the Ritee and 
Ceremonies of the United Church of England and Ire- 
dand, or of the Church of Scotland, and matntained by 
any voluntary Subscription or Rate, levied ainong or upon 
His Majesty’s Subjects resorting to or residing at such 
Foreign Port or Place, or by any Rate or Duty levied 
under the Authority of any of the Acts hereinafter re- 
pealed, it shall and may be lawful for any Consul-General

General or Consul. in obedience to any Order to be for that 
Purpose issued by His Majesty through one of Hiv Prine 
cipal Secretaries of State, to advance and pay, for and 
towards the purposes aforesaid, or any of them, any Sum 
or Sums of Money not exceeding in the whole, in any one 
Year, the Amount of the Money raised in that Year by any 
such voluntary Contribution as aforesaid; and every such 
Consul-General or Consul as aforesaid, shall in like man- 
her, once in every year, transmit to one of His Majesty's 
Principal Secretaries of State, an Account, made up to the 
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Thirty-first Day of December in the Year next preceding, 
of all the Sums of Money actually raised at any such Port 
or Place as aforesaid, for the several Purposes aforesaid, 
or any of them, by any such voluntary Subscription as 
aforesaid, and of all Sums of Money by him actually paid 
and expended for such Purposes, or any of them, in 
obedience to any such Orders as aforesald, and which 
Accounts shall by such Principal Secretary of State be 
transmitted to the Lord High Treasurer, or to the Lords 
Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury, for the time 
Deing, who shall give to such Consuls-General or Consuls 
Credit for all Sums of Money not exceeding the Amount 
aforesaid, by him disbursed and expended in pursuance 
of any such Order as aforesaid, for the Purposes before 
mentioned, or any of them. 


Hin Majesty's Approbation to be first obtained. 


XII. Provided always, and be it further enacted, That 
no such Order shall be issued as aforesaid through any of 
His Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State, authorizing 
the expenditure of Money for the Erection, Purchase, or 
Hiring of any such new Church or Chapel or Hospital as 
aforesaid, or for the Purchase or Hiring of any such new 
Burial-Ground as aforesaid, unless and until such Consul- 
General or Consul shall first have transmitted to His Ma- 
Jesty, through one of His Majesty’s Principal Secretaries 
of State, the Plan of such intended Church or Chapel, 
Hospital, or Burial-Ground, with an Estimate, upon the 
ath of some One or more competent Person or Persons, 
stating the probable Expense of and incident to the 
Erection, Purchase, or Hiring of any such Church, Chapel, 
Hospital, or Burying-Ground as aforesaid, and unless and 
until His Majesty shall have signified, through one of His 
said Principal Secretaries of State, His Approbation of 
the said Plan and Estimate: Provided also, that no 
Money shall actually be disbursed by any such Consul- 
General or Consul as aforesaid, for any of the Purposes 
aforesaid, unless and until the Money to be raised by any 
such Voluntary Subscription as aforesaid, be actually 
paid up and invested in some public or other sufficient 
Security, in the joint names of such Consul-General or 
Consul and Two Trustees appointed for that Purpose by 
the Persons subscribing the same, or unless or until Two 
or more of such Subscribers shal] enter into good and 
sufficient security to His Majesty, by Bond or otherwise, 
that the Amount of such Subscriptions shall actually be 
paid for the purposes aforesaid, by a certain Day to be 
specified in every such Bond or Security, and which Bond 
or Security shall be preserved in the Office of such Consul- 
General or Consul, and shall by him be cancelled and 
delivered back to the Parties entering into the same, 
their Heirs, Executors, or Administrators, when and so 
soon as the Condition thereof shall be fully performed and 
satisfied.

XIII. Provided also, and be itfurther enacted. That the 
whole Salary of any Chaplain heretofore appointed or to 
be appointed to officiate in any such Church or Chapel in 
any Foreign Port or Place in Europe, shall not exceed in 
the Whole, Five Hundred Pounds by the Year, or in any 
Foreign Port or Place not in Europe, Eight Hundred 
Pounds by the Year: Provided also, That all such Chap- 
lains shall be appointed to officiate as aforesaid, by His 
Majesty, through one of His Principal Secretaries of State, 
and shall hold such their Offices for and during His 
Majesty's Pleasure, and no longer. 


Meetings of Subscribers to Churches, Chapels, &c. 


XIV. And be it further enacted, That all Consuls 
General and Consuls appointed by His Majesty to reside 
and being resident at any Foreign Port or Place wherein 
any such Church or Chapel, or other Place appropriated 
for the Celebration of Divine Worship, or Hospital, or any 
such Buriai-Ground as aforesaid, hath heretofore been or 
shall hereafter be erected, purchased. or hired, by the aid 
of any voluntary Subscription or Rates collected by or 
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imposed upon His Majesty’s Subjects, or some Person or 
Persons for that Purpose duly authorized by any Writing 
under the Hand and Seal of any such Consul-General or 
Consul shall, once at the least in every Year, and more 
frequently if Occasion shall require, by public Advertise- 
ment, or in such other Manner as may be best adapted 
for insuring publicity, convene and summon a Meeting 
of all His Majesty’s Subjects residing at such Foreign 
Port or Place as aforesaid, to be holden at the Public 
Office of such Consul-General or Consul, at some time, 
not more than Fourteen Days, nor less than Seven Days, 
next after the Publication of any such Summons; and 
it shall and may be lawful for all His Majesty's Subjects 

iding or belng at any such Foreign Port or Place as 
at the time of any such Meeting, and who shall 
have subscribed any Sum or Sums of Money not less than 
Twenty Pounds in the whole, nor less than Three Pounds 
by the Year, for or towards the Purposes before mentioned, 
or any of them, and have paid up the amcunt of such 
their Subscriptions, to be present and vote at any such 
Meetings; and such Consuls-General or Consuls shall 
preside at all such Meetings; and in the Event of the 
Absence of any such Consuls-General or Consuls, the 
Subscribers present at any such Meeting shall, before 
proceeding to the Despatch of business, nominate one of 
their Number to preside at such Meeting; and all Ques- 
tions proposed by the Consul-General, Consul, or Person 
so nominated as aforesaid to preside in his Absence, to any 
such Meeting, shall be decided by the Votes of the Ma- 
jority in Number of the Persons attending and being 
present thereat; and in the Event of the number of such 
Votes being equally divided, the Consul-General, Consul, 
or Person so presiding in his Absence, shall give a casting 

‘ote. 


General Meetings may establish Rules for the Manage- 
ment of such Churches, &c., subject to the Sanction of 
the Consul, who shall transmit the same for His 
Majesty's Approbation. 


XV. And be it further enacted, That it shall and may 
be lawful for any such General Meeting as aforesaid to 
make and establish, and from Time to Time, as Oc- 
casion may require, to revoke alter, and render such 
General Rules, Orders, and Regulations, as may appear to 
them to be necessary for the due and proper Use and 
Management of such Churches, Chapels, Hospitals, and 
Burial-Grounds as aforesaid, or for the proper Control 
over and Management of such Churches, Chapels, Hos- 
pitals, Burial-Grounds as aforesaid, or for the proper 
Control over and Expenditure of the Money raised by 
any such subscription as aforesaid, or otherwise in rela~ 
tion to the Matters aforesaid, as may be necessary for 
carrying into Execution the objects of this Act, so far 
as relates to those matters, or any of them: Provided 
always, that no such Rule, Order, or Regulation as afore- 
said shall be of any Force or Effect, unless or until the 
same shall be sanctioned and approved by the Consul- 
General or Consul for the Time being, appointed by His 
Majesty to reside and actually resident at such Foreign 
Port or Place; and provided also, that the same shall, by 
such Consul-General or Consul, be transmitted by the first 
convenient Opportunity for His Majesty’s Approbation ; 
and that it shall be and may be lawful for His Majesty, by 
any Order td be by him issued through One of His Prin- 
cipal Secretaries of State, either to confirm or disallow any 
such Rules, Orders, and Regulations, either in the whole 
or in part, and to make such Amendments and Alterations 
in or Additions to the same, or any of them, as to His 
Majesty shall seem meet, or to suspend for any Period of 
Time the Execution thereof, or any of them, or otherwise 
to direct or prevent the execution thereof, or any of them, 
in such Manner as to His Majesty shall seem meet; and 
all Orders so to be issued by His Majesty in relation to 
the Matters aforesaid, through One of His Principal Sécre- 
taries of State, shall be recorded in the Office of the said 
Consul-General or Consul at the Foreign Port or Place to 
which the same may refer, and shall be of full Force 
Effect, and Authority upon’ and over all His Majesty's 
Subjects there resident,

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REGULATIONS FOR THE MANAGEMENT OF BRITISH CHURCH AFFAIRS 
At Foreign Ports and Places. 
Made and issued by Her Majesty, through one of Her Principal Secretaries of State, under the 
authority of the Act 6 Geo. IV., Cap. 87. 


I. It is the duty of every Consul of Her Majesty, residing 
at a foreign port where a British chapel is maintained 
under the Act 6 Geo. IV, cap 87, to pay strict attention to 
the provisions of that Act, an extract from which is here- 
unto prefixed; and all British subjects residing at such 
port, ought in like manner to make themselves acquainted 
with the same. 

II. It will be the duty of Her Majesty's Consul, to see 
that the orders of the Secretary of State, in regard to the 
matters to which the above-mentioned Act applies, are 
obeyed. If they are not obeyed, the allowance granted by 
Her Majesty's Government will be discontinued. 

III, Two general meetings of British residents are_to be 
held in each yeur at the British Consulate. The Consul 
will summon those meetings by giving public notice thereof 
seven days at least before the day of meeting. 

IV. The first annual meeting must be held early in the 
year, and at that Meeting aCommittee should be appointed 
to superintend the temporal affairs of the Church. This 
Committee is to consist of three officers: namely, a 
treasurer and two trustees. These three officers are to be 
elected by a majority of the votes of persons present at 
such meetings. 

V. The Committee will collect subscriptions, and will 
defray the ordinary expenses of the Church; Will carry 
into effect the resolutions of the general meetings; will 
attend to any ordinary business connected with Church 
matters; will examine into any measure which it may be 
desirable for the General Meetings to adopt; and will 
report thereupon to the meetings. But sch Committee is 
not empowered to make any regulations; to incur any 
extraordinary expenditure; nor to take any steps which 
these regulations do not specifically authorize, without 
having first obtained the sanction of a gencral meeting of 
British Residents; and no mectings, excepting the general 
meetings, held according to the provisions of the Act, will 
have the power of making rules and regulations, or of 
passing resolutions upon subjects connected with the tem- 
poral interests of the Church. 

VI. At the second general meeting in each year, which 
should be held towards the close of the year, the Committee 
will render their accounts, and will make to the meeting a 
Teport on the affairs of the Church. 

VII. Extraordinary general meetings may be summoned, 
and held at any time during the year, when the Consul may 
have any official communication to make to the residents, 
or when two or more subscribers, entitled to vote, shall 
make a requisition to the Consul to summon such a 
Meeting, and shall state the subjects which they may wish 
thereat to bring under consideration. 

VII. Any person who has subscribed 201., either in one 
sum, or by an aggregate of several sums, for the purposes 
mentioned in the Act, is entitled to be present and to vote 
at general meetings, during the first year after the 20. 
shall have been so paid; and such person will become 
entitled to be present and to vote in each subsequent year 
for which he shall have made a further payment of 3l. 
But no person can be entitled to be present, or to vote at 
any such meeting, who shall not have actually made such 
Payments before the notice for such meeting shall have 
been issued by the Consul, and who shall not have been 
domiciled in the place for’ six months. And in case no 
Person shall have qualified himself to be present and to vote 
at general meetings, the management of the Church affairs 
will devolve entirely on the Consul, who will appoint a 
Committee to superintend the affairs of the Church under 
his direction. 

1X. All British subjects resorting to or residing at a 
Foreign Port or Place, where a British Church Establish- 
ment is maintained under the Act 6 Geo. IV, cap. 87, have 
& Tight to subscribe towards the maintainance of such 
Church Establishment, and the Treasurer cannot refuse to 
Teceive such subscriptions. 

X. General meetings have the power of making rules and 
Tegulations. All rules, regulations, proceedings, and 
Minutes of general meetings, are to be signed by the 
Consul as Chairman of the meeting, and are to be entered 
in a register book which must be kept at the British Con- 
sulate. Any subscribers entitled to vote may have access 
to that register book. 

XI. Copies of all such rules, regulations, proceedings, 
and minutes, are to be tranemitted by the Consul, to the 
Secretary of ‘State, by the first convenient opportunity, for 

he approbation of Her Majesty. 


XII. It is the duty of the Consul to see that the pro- 
visions of the Act of Parliament are strictly complied with ; 
and for this purpuse itsis expressly enacted by the 15th 
section of the Act, that ‘tno rule, order, or regulations, 
shall be of any force or effect unless or until the same shall 
be sanctioned and approved hy the Consul.” The proceed- 
ings of the Committee, therefore, as well as the proceedings 
of general mectings, must be sanctioned by the Consul. 
But as the Consul’s instructions enjoin him to prorote 
peace, harmony, and good-will amongst Her Majesty's 
subjects, he will not unnecessarily oppose any meustire 
which the residents may be desirous of adopting. If he 
should judge such measure to be inexpedient, or contrary 
to the interests of Her Majesty’s service, he should abstain 
from sanctioning the measure, and should refer it to the 
Secretary of State, whose decision thereupon will be final. 

XIII. The Act of Parliament gives no power to the 
Residents to interfere with the spiritual administration of 
the Church; this must be left to the Chaplain who is 
accountable to the Crown for his proceedings. On the 
other hand, the Act gives no power to the Chaplain to 
interfere in the temporal administration of Church affairs ; 
these matters must be left to the general meetings of 
British residents. 

XIV. Only one Chaplain, is to"be attached to each 
Church to which an allowance is granted by Her Majesty's 
Government under the Act 6 Geo. IV, cap. 87. 

XV. All Chaplains who are appointed under the Act, 
hold such their offices for and during the pleasure of the 
Crown, and no longer; and the pleasure of the Crown is to 
be signified to them by the Secretary of State. 

XVI. Sacramental’ alms and oblations are to be dis- 
tributed by the Chaplain, and are not to be entered in the 
‘Treasurer's accounts. 

XVII. All Church accounts are to be kept in the cur- 
rency of the country in which the chapel is situated; but 
when those accounts are submitted to Her Majesty's 
Government, they must be rendered in the form which is 
annexed to these regulations, and the equivalent of the 
principal items inserted in the accounts must be stated in 
British sterling money, at the average exchange of the year. 

XVIII. Her Majesty's Government is authorized, by the 
Act of Parliament, to grant in each year, to British Church 
Establishments at foreign ports, sums not exceeding the 
amount actually raised during the year by voluntary aub- 
scription or by rate among Her Majesty's subjects resident 
at such ports. Her Majesty's Government will not, how- 
ever, always grant the full amount authorized by the Act, 
but ‘will grant only such amount as may be deemed 
expedient by the Secretary of State, after he shall have 
examined the Church accounts. Those accounts must be 
rendered to Her Majesty's Government as soon as possible 
after the 31st of December m each year. 

XIX. The Consul and the Chaplain are to recollect that 
the Act 6 Geo. LV, cap. 87, which authorizes Her Majesty's 
Government to ‘afford pecumary assistance to British 
chapels at foreign ports, does not allude to, and therefore 
will not render valid, any marriage between British subjects, 
or between a British subject and a foreigner, which may be 
solemnized in such chapels, unless such marriage be declared 
or deemed valid by some other law of the United Kingdom, 

XX. The preceding Regulations respecting the manuge- 
ment of Church affairs are also to be applied to the ma- 
nagement of the affairs of British burial grounds provided 
at foreign ports under the provisions of the Act 6 Geo. IV, 
c.87. The affairs of the burial ground should, however, 
be kept distinct from the Church affairs The annual 
expense of maintaining such burial groundsin order should 
be paid by fees on interments; and whenever these fecs 
produce a surplus beyond the expenses, such surplus must 
be in British Government or other public sufficient security 
in the joint names of the Consul and of two Trustees; and 
no portion of such surplus can be applied to any other pur- 
poses than the repairs of the burial ground, without the 
previous sanction of the Secretary of State, signified 
through the Consul The interests a money so invested 
snould annually be received, and should be carried to the 
credit of the burial ground fund; and a report of the state 
of this fund, together with the burial ground accounts, 
must be sent off to the Secretary of State, as soon as 
possible after the 31st of December in each year. 

XXI1. These Regulations are to be recorded in the office 
of the Consul and shall be of full force, effect, and authority 
over all Her Majesty's subjects resident at 
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ADMINISTRATION OF OATHS ABROAD. 


ACT TO ENABLE BRITISH DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR AGENTS ABROAD TO 
ADMINISTER OATHS AND DO NOTARIAL ACTS. 


Act 18 & 19 Vic., Cap. XLIL—July 2, 1855. 


Wuenxas by an Act of the 6th Year of King George 
the Fourth, Chapter 87," Powers are given to British 
Coasuls General and Consuls to administer Oaths and 
do Notarial Acts in the Foreign Places to which they 
are appointed; and it is expedient that the like Powers 
should be given to Ambassadors and other Diplomatic 
‘Agents and to Vice-Consuls and Consular Agents Abroad: 
Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal. and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 


Oaths may be administered by Ambassadors and other 
British Ministers Abroad, 


I. From and after the passing of this Act, it shall and 
may be lawful for every Briftsh Ambassador, Envoy, 
Minister, Chargé d’Affaires, or Secretary of Embassy or 
of Legation exercising his Functions in any Foreign 
Country, and for every British Vice-Consul, Acting Con- 
sul, Pro-Consul, or Consular Agent (as well as every 
Consul General or Consul) exercising his Functions in 
any Foreign Place, whenever he shall be thereto required, 
and whenever he shall see necessary, to administer in 
auch Foreign Country or Place any Uath or to take any 
Affidavit or Affirmation from any Person whomsoever, 
and also to do and perform in such Foreign Country or 
Place all and every Notarial Acts or Act which any Notary 
Public could or might be required and is by Law em- 
powered to do within the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland; and every such Oath, Affidavit, or 
‘Affirmation, and every such Notarial Act, administered, 
aworn, affirmed, had, or done by or before such Ambas- 
sador, Envoy, Minister, Chargé d’Affaires, Secretary of 
Embassy or of Legation, Vice Consul, Acting Consul, 
Pro-Consul, or Consular Agent, shall be as good, valid, 
and effectual, and shall be of like Force and Effect, to all 
Intents and Purposes, as if such Oath, Affidavit, or Affir- 
mation, or Notarial Act, respectively, had been adminis- 
tered, sworn, affirmed, had, or done before any Justice of 
the Peace or Notary Public in any part of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain or Ireland, or before any other 
legal or competent Authority of the like Nature. 


Affidavits taken before Ambassadors, &c., abroad, may 
be used in Courts in the United Kingdom, 


Il. Affidavits and Affirmations so taken as aforesaid 
under the said Act of King George the Fourth or this Act 
shall and may be received, read, and made use of in and 
before any Court of Law or Equity or other Judicature 
whatever in any Part of the United Kingdom, and the 
Judges and Officers thereof, in or in relation ta any 
‘Action, Suit, Cause, Matter,or Proceeding in or before 
any such Court or Judicature, in like Manner, and shall 
be of the same Force and Effect as Affidavits and Af- 
Grmations taken in or before such Court or Judicature, 
or by any Person duly Commissioned orauthorized by such 
Court or Judicature to take such Affidavits or Affirma. 
tions, and shall be filed and dealt with accordingly. 


Documents to be admitted in Evidence without Proof of 
the Seat or Signature of the Ambassador or other 
oficial Person. 


III. Any Document purporting to have affixed, im- 
pressed, or subscribed thereon or thereto the Seal and 
Signature of any British Ambassador, Envoy, Minister, 
Chargé d’Affaires, Secretary of Embassy or of Legation, 
Consul General, Consul, Vice-Consul, Acting Consul, 
Pro-Consul, or Consular Agent, in testimony of any such 
Oath, Affidavits, Affirmation, or Act having been ad- 
ministered, sworn, affirmed, had or done by or before 
him, shall be admitted in Evidence without Proof of any 
such Seal and Signature being the Seal and Signature of 
the Person whose Seal and Signature the same purport 
to be, or of the official Character of such Person. 


Persons swearing or affirming falsely guilty of 
Perjury. 


IV. Any Person knowingly and wilfully making any 
false Oath, Affidavit, or Affirmation before any Person 
having Authority to adminieter such Oath or take such 
Affidavit or Affirmation under the said Act of King George 
the Fourth or this Act, shall be deemed guilty of Perjury, 
and such Offender may be charged, proceeded against, 
tried, and dealt with in ny County or Place in the 
United Kingdom in the same manner in all respects as 
if the Offence had been eommitted in such County or 

ace. 


Persons forging Seal or Signature guilty of Felony. 


V. If any person shall forge any such Seal or Signature 
as aforesaid, or shall tender in Evidence any such Docu- 
ment as aforesaid with a false or counterfeit Seal or 
Signature thereto, knowing the same to be false or coun- 
terfeit, he shall be guilty of Felony, and shall upon Con- 
viction be liable to Penal Servitude for the Term of Four 
Years, or to be imprisoned, with or without Hard Labour, 
for any Term not exceeding Three Years nor less than 
One Year; and whenever any such Document has been 
admitted in Evidence by virtue of this Act, the Court or 
the Person who has admitted the same may, at the Re- 
quest of any Party against whom the same is so admitted 
in Rvidence, direct that the same shall be impounded and 
be Kept on the Custody of some Officer of the Court or 
other Proper Person for such Period, and subject to such 
Conditions, as to the said Court or Person shall seem meet; 
and every Person charged with committing any Felony 
under this Act may be dealt with, indicted, tried, and, if 
convicted, sentenced, and his Offence may be laid and 
charged to have been committed, in the County, District. 
or Place in which he may be apprehended or be in Custody; 
and every Accessory before or after the Fact to any such 
Offence may be dealt with, indicted, tried, and, if con. 
victed, sentenced and his Offence laid and charged tohave 
been committed, in any County, District, or Place in 
which the principal Offender may be tried. 
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CONSULAR ACT. 
Act 6 Geo. IV, c. 87—Bth July, 1825. 


An Act to regulate the payment of Salaries ana Allowances to British Consuls at Foreign Ports 
and the Disbursements at such Ports for certain public purposes. 


His Majesty may grant Salaries to Consuls. 

Waeneas the Provision which hath been hitherto made 
for the Maintenance and Support of the Consuls General 
and Consuls appointed by His Majesty to reside within the 
Dominions of Sovereigns and Foreign States in Amity with 
His Majesty, out of the Money applicable under the Third 
Class of His Majesty's Civil List, as specified in the Schedule 
annexed to an Act made in the First Year of His Majesty's 
Reign, intituled ‘An Act for the support of His Majesty's 
Household, and for the Honour and Dignity of the Crown 
of the United Kingrlom of Great Britain and Ireland,” is 
inadequate to the Maintenance and Support of such Con- 
suls General and Consuls; and it is expedient to make 
further and due Provision for that purpose; be it therefore 
enacted by the King’s Most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, That it shall and may be 
lawful for His Majesty, by any Order or Orders to be issued 
by and with the Advice of His Privy Council, to grant to 
ail or any of the Consuls General or Consuls appointed by 
His Majesty to reside within any of the Dominions of any 
Sovereign or Foreign State or Power in Amity with His 
Majesty, such reasonable Salarics as to His Majesty shall 
seem meet, and by and with such edvice as aforesaid, from 
Time to Time to alter, increase, vr diminish any such Sala- 
ries or Salary as Uccasion may require. 


Terms on which Salaries shalt be granted.—Leave of 
Absence. 

II. And be it further enacted, That auch Salaries shall be 
issued and paid to such Consuls General and Consuls with- 
out Fee or Deduction : Provided always, that all such 
Ralaries as aforesaid be granted for and during His 
Mojesty’s Pleasure, and not otherwise, and be held and 
enjoyed by such Consuls General and Consuls as aforesaid, 
so long only as they shall be actually resident at the Places 
at which they may be s0 appointed to reside, and discharg- 
ing the Duties of such their Offices: Provided nevertheless, 
that in case His Majesty shall. by any Order to be for that 
Purpose issued through One of His Principal Secretaries of 
State, grant to any such Consul General or Consul as afore- 
said Leave of Absence from the Place to which he may be 
80 appointed as aforesaid, such Consul General or Consul 
shall be entitled to receive the Whole, or such Part as to 
His Majesty shall seem meet, of the Salary accruing duc 
and payable during and in respect of such Period of Absence 
as aforesaid.

ORDER IN COUNCIL REGULATING THE ADMISSION OF PERSONS TO THE CIVIL 
SERVICE OF THE CROWN. 


At the Court at Buckingham Palace, May 21, 1855; 
PRESENT, 


Waenzas, itis expedient to make provision for testing, 
according to fixed rules, the qualifications of the young 
men who may from time to time he proposed to be ap- 
pointed to the junior situations in any of Her Majesty's 
Civil Establishments. 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of Her Privy Council, doth order, and it is 
hereby ordered, that the Right Honourable Sir Edward 
Ryan, Ausistant Comptroller-General of the Exchequer: 
John George Shaw Lefevre, Fsq..+ Companion of the 
Bath, Clerk Assistant to the House of Lords; and Ed- 
ward Romilly, Esq.,t Chairman of the Board of Audi 
or such other persons as Her Majesty may from time to 
time approve in the sted of them or any of them; shall 
be Commissioners for conducting the examination of the 
young men s0 proposed to be appointed to any of the 
junior situations in the Civil Establishments as aforesaid, 
‘and shall hold their offices during the pleasure of Her 
Majesty, and shall have power, subject to the approval 
of the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, to ap- 
point from time to time such Assistant Examiners and 
others as may be required to assist them in the perform- 
ance of the duties hereinafter assigned to them. 

And it is hereby ordered that the Commissioners of 
Her Majesty’s Treasury do prepare and submit to Parlia- 
‘ment an estimate for the remuneration of a Secretary to 
the said Commissioners, and of such Examiners and 
others as may be required to assist in the performance 
of their duties. . 

‘And it is hereby ordered, that all such young men as 
may be proposed to be appointed to any junior situation 
in any department of the Civil Service shall, before they 
are admitted to probation, be examined vy or under the 
directions of the said Commissioners, and shall receive 
from them a certificate of qualification for such situa- 
tion. 

And it shall be the duty of the Commissioners, in re- 
spectof every such candidate, before granting any such 
certificate as aforesnid— 


Ist, to ascertain that the candidate is within the limits 
of age prescribed in the department to which he 
desires to be admitted; 


The Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


2nd, to ascertain that the candidate is free from any 
Physical defect or disease which would be likely to 
Interfere with the proper discharge of his duties : 

3rd, to ascertain that the character of the candidate is 
such as to qualify him for public employment; and 

4th, to ascertain that the candidate possesses the r 
quisite knowledge and ability for the proper dis- 
charge of his official duties. 


The Rules applicable to each denartment under each 
of the above heads should be settled, with the assistance 
of the Commissioners, according to the discretion of the 
chief authorities of the department; but, except that 
candidates for admission to any of the junior situations 
in any branch of the Civil Service will be required to 
obtain certificates of qualification as aforesaid, such Ex- 
amining Board shall not make any alteration in respect 
to the nomination or appointment of candidates by those 
who are or may be charged with the duty of nomination 
and appointment. 

After the candidate has passed his Fxamination, and 
received hiscertificate of qualification from the Commis- 
sioners, he shall enter on a period of probation, during 
which his conduct and capacity in the transaction of 
business shall be subjected to such tests 28 may be deter- 
mined by the chief of the department for which he is in- 
tended, and he shall not be finally appointed to the pub- 
lic service unless upon satisfactory proofs of his fitness 
being furnished to the chief of the department after 6 
months’ probation. 

And it is, lastly, hereby ordered, that in case the chief 
of any department considers it desirable to appoint to 
any situation, for whieh there are no prescribed limits of 
age, a person of mature age, having acquired special 
qualifications for the appointment in other pursuits, 
such person shall not, in virtue of this Order, be required 
to obtain any certificate frrm the said Commissioners in 
order to obtaining such appointment, but the chief of 
the departmont shall cause the appointment of any perecn 
not previously examined to be formally recorded ns have 
ing been made on account of special qualifications,
